While going thru the military information | have compiled for Richmond F Hammond, I’ve 
found that his military records do not match up with the information in the pension file 
affidavits. One of those areas of ‘disagreement’ was his imprisonment at Andersonville. 


Richmond Hammond's military records indicate that he was missing in action since 
August 3, 1864. However, his ‘Memorandum from Prisoner of War Records’ does not list 
any prisons. 
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His military record does indicate that he was on the muster roll of detachment of Paroled 
Prisoners at Benton Barracks, Missouri. The muster roll for May and June 1865 indicates 
that Richmond Hammond was “Delivered” Feb. 25, 1865 at Goldsboro, North Carolina.

Richmond F Hammond who was a Sergeant in Company ‘D’ commanded by Captain H. 
C. [Carsics] in the 14th Regiment Cavalry, Ill Volunteers, commanded by Colonel Horace 
Capun, in the war of 1861 and 1862. That he volunteered as above stated at Galesburg, 
county of Knox, in the state of Illinois on or about the twenty ninth day of September, 
1862, for the term of three years or during the war, and was honorably discharged at 
Springfield Ill on the Sixteenth day of June, 1865. 


That while in the said service and in the line of his duty at Andersonville prions in the 
State of Georgia on the day of September 1864 he received the following wound or 
disability, to wit*: 


that on or about 5th day of August 1864 he was taken prisoner near Atlanta State of 
Georgia and taken to Andersonville prison and remained a prisioner about nine months 
and while in said prison and in the tenure of the United States and in the line of his duty 
he became diseased with the scurvey which effected the left hip joint attended with the 
loss of power of the muscle so that he is almost wholy unable to perform manuel labor 


That since leaving said service this applicant has resided at Ontario in said county of 
Knox and his occupation has been farming and his Post-Office address is Oneida Knox 
county State of Illinois 


He makes this declaration for the purpose of being placed on the Invalid Pension Roll of 
the United States under the Act of Congress approved July 14, 1862, and amendments 
thereto, by reason of the disability above stated; and hereby constitutes and appoints Col 
T C smith his attorney to prosecute this claim and procure a Pension Certificate, and also 
to receive from the Pension Office the certificate of discharge filed herewith.

continued on me ever sinse and | farther state that the Doctor that attended me when | 
got home from rebel prison is dead so is the next one and that is the reason why | cannot 
get the evidence of them. 


| did not serve in the Navel or military services of the United States prior to May 23, 1861 
and no subsequent to June 16 1865

Obituary 


Died at her home in this city, October 19th, 1892, Mrs Sarah Ellen Ralston, wife of our 
esteemed townsman, R. F. Hammond. 


Mrs. Hammond was born in Armstrong county, Pennsylvania, May 11th, 1848. She 
moved with her parents to Knox county, Illinois, in 1854, where she was married to R. F. 
Hammond, who during her long years of suffering patiently ministered at her bedside, 
and generously sacrificed all else for her comfort. 


They were married on Enw Year's Day of 1867, and three years after Mrs. Hammond 
developed the incurable form of scrofula from which for 23 years, she was a sufferer and 
endured a lingering death with Christian faith and heroism. In 1874 they moved to lowa, 
and from there in 1884 to Kansas. At an early period of her life, Mrs. Hammond accepted 
the teaching of Jesus, and became one of his most ardent disciples. In the storm of 
physical agony that swept over her life, she ever realized that the divine area was 
underneath her, and she distinctly heard the voice of the Redeemer say — “Peace be 
still’. She endured her trials and bore her burden for Jesus’s sake, and illustrated to her 
friends, the power there is in a child-like faith in God. The services in her memore were 
held at the First Presbyterian church and were conducted by Rev. S E. Busser. The 
interment was made in the G.A.R. cemetery. the entire community aimed to express to 
Mr. Hammond and his family the sympathy they felt, and the offering of the hope-reviving 
flowers laid on her casket with tearful appreciation of her wort, was very beautiful and 
suggestive. A large detail of soldiers from the Home and the city, representing Lewis Post 
G.A.R. of which Mr. Hammond is the Commander, attended the funeral in a body, and 
assisted their comrades in this the severest battle of his life. 


The text taken for her funeral service was Matthew 11, 26 and 29: “Come unto me all ye 
that labor and are heave laden and | will give you rest. Take my yoke upon you and learn 
of me, and ye shall find rest unto your souls”. The music was provided by Mr. T. C. Owen 
and his accomplished daughter Miss Anna. The lesson of her faith and patience was 
developed by the minister and the sweet word “Come” of the text seemed to be uttered 
by her to all her friends here below, and every one realized the blessedness of that text 
that rest to the people of God. The storm is over, the harbor of haven reached and the 
welcome words hears, “Enter into the joy of the Lord”.

As I’m 
participating in a review of RootsMagic 8 (think public beta testing on steroids), I’m 
finding that there are issues with my data in RootsMagic 7 that should be resolved prior 
to the release of RootsMagic 8. 


For me, this clean up began with source templates. Because | had merged RootsMagic 
files by dragging data from one RM file into my primary file, | ended up with duplicate 
source templates. Thanks to the various people that contribute to SQLite Tools for Roots 
Magic, | was able to use the SQL function to merge most of these duplicated source 
templates. Even after carefully working my way thru this process, | ended up with a few 
remaining ‘duplicates’. My few remaining duplicates were renamed so that | wouldn’t use 
them when creating new sources. 


RootsMagic 8 introduces the ability to merge duplicate sources and citations. This means 
that the census source and its source details (citation) that | copied / pasted to each 
member of the household becomes one citation after the merge. This one citation can be 
edited and have those edits automatically applied to each of its uses. 


As I’m learning to use these new capabilities with a test file, it was recommended that | 
clean up my places prior to merging the sources and citations. As I’ve added data to an 
individual in RM 7, I’ve noticed that | am prompted with multiple choices when | start 
entering place data. Sometimes, I’ve taken the time to go to my places list and merge 
those duplicates so that I’m only prompted with one place. However, | haven’t done a 
thorough cleanup of my places — and they are a mess!

Another area that | need to ‘clean up’ is my source list. For most of my sources, I’ve used 
the same naming pattern for that type of source. Thus, theoretically, all of my census 
sources would be listed together alphabetically. This works as long as | follow that 
pattern. However, | have quite a few census sources whose name starts with the year 
instead of the word census. Thus, they aren’t in the same area of my sources list as my 
other census sources. 


Fixing the source list issue is a matter of renaming the sources that are out of place. 


For additional ways to clean-up my RootsMagic data, I’m going to refer to the 2018 
RootsMagic TV video, Cleaning Your Family Tree in RootsMagic. 
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These tasks will be tedious and time consuming. However, I’m guessing that my data will 
work better in RootsMagic 8 because of the time | spend cleaning it up now.

Another Andersonville 
Friday, January 08, 2021 


In a recent post, | wrote about how | had to use affidavits from Richmond Fisk 
Hammond's pension record to piece together his imprisonment in Andersonville. A reader 
of that post commented in wonder that any records of imprisonment were kept. 
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Unfortunately, | have a second ancestor who was also in Andersonville. Various aspects 
of Washington Marion Crawford’s military and pension file speak to his being captured 
and imprisoned. 


In the two frames of his muster roll shown on the right, the May and June 1864 report 
indicates that Washington M Crawford was reported absent. The remarks say that he 
was “Missing in action since Sept. 22, 1863”. The Co. Muster-Out Roll, dated Sept. 10, 
1864 indicates he was a “Prisoner of War since Sept. 22, 1863.” 


His file also contains the record, “Memorandum from Prisoner of War Records,” which 
identifies Andersonville as a place of imprisonment. 
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This document indicates that “Crawford, W. M., Crawford Marion Washington, Crawford, 
Washington’ was ‘Captured at Liberty Mills, Va, Sept 22, 1863, confined at Richmond 
Va., Sept 23, 1863. Sent to Andersonville, or Americus, Ga. Feb 1864.” The form goes on 
to indicate that Washington Crawford was “Paroled at Charleston S.C. Dec 10, 1864; 
reported at C.G.B., Md., Dec 17”, 1864. Admitted to Hosp’! Div No 1, C.P. Dec 17 /64.

Crawford, who enlisted in the service of the United States at Chambersburgh, County of 
Fountain, Sate of Indiana on the third day of August, in the year of 1861, as a Private in 
Company “H” commanded by Captain Samuel Mc[Owen] in the 2 Regiment of New York 
Cavalry Vols, in the War of 1861, and was honorably discharged ont he eighth day of 
April, in the year 1865 that while in the service aforesaid, and in the line of his duty, ata 
place called Andersonville Prison Ga, in the State of Georgia on the ___ day of fall, 
1863, to wit 


He was captured a prisoner on the 22 day of Sept 1863, near Liberty Mills, Va, and was 
taken by Reble Authorities to Libby Prison, thence to Belle Island Prison. thence to 
Andersonville Geo thence Charleston S. C. thence Florence S.C. thence to Charleston 
and released there on the 10 day of Dec 1864. That while in prison at Andersonville he 
induced the disease Bronchittis from which he is still suffering and asks of the 
Government a pension. 


Since leaving the service he has resided Washington Tp. in the County of Warren, in the 
state of Indiana and his occupation has been farmer 


when enrolled he was a farmer. And for the purpose of prosecuting his claim, he hereby 
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appoints Samuel F Messner of Williamsport State of Indiana, his attorney in fact, with 
power of substitution and with authority to receive his pension certificate. He requests 
that his pension be paid Indianapolis State of Indiana. His Post Office address West 
Lebanon County of Warren, and State of Indiana.

My grandfather, E. O. Briles, ran the Lyric Theatre in 
downtown Emporia. My brother also noted the Lyric marquee and posted a link to a 
source | hadn’t seen before. The website, Cinema Treasures, has an article about the 
Lyric Theatre and my grandfathers efforts to open the movie theater on Sundays.

Overview Photos Comments 


The Lyric Theatre was opened in 1932 by E.O. Briles. It was the first theatre in Emporia to 
show movies on Sundays. From May to October 1933 Mr. Briles was arrested 12 times for 
violating the labor clause of the Sunday closing law. The Emporia Gazette referred to it as 
an endurance contest between Briles and the chief of police. The police and the city said if 


they stopped arresting him the case in the district court might be weakened. Finally in 
December he was fined $60 and costs for what was called just a test of the law. 


Mr. Briles also operated the Lyric Theatre in Cottonwood Falls and in 1936 he purchased 
the Lyric Theatre in Excelsior Springs, Missouri. In 1954 he leased the Strand Theatre in 
Emporia, which was closed by his widow in 1958. 

In February 1944 Mr. Briles moved the Lyric Theatre to 505 Commercial Street and it was 
still advertising movies in the Gazette through August 1951. In February 1952 it was 
reported that that old Lyric Theatre was being remodeled into a store

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RootsMagic Clean-Up Pt 2 
Tuesday, January 12, 2021 


How old is your genealogy file? Have you been brave and started over from scratch? Or 
are you like me and have what in computer time would be considered an ‘ancient’ file. 


I’m not sure exactly how old my file would be. My first genealogy software was a copy of 
Personal Ancestral File (PAF) that | purchased on a trip to the LDS library at Salt Lake. 
As | was gathering lots of documents on several trips to Salt Lake, | also found myself 
needing to include facts other than birth, death, marriage and burial. Thus, | created 
‘Notes’ to enter that information. As | collected more and more data, | found | needed 
software that would help me to tie these sources to the various events in a person’s life. 
Thus, | switched to The Master Genealogist and imported my PAF file. 


After this transition, | had tons of data clean-up to do. All of my ‘custom’ events in PAF 
came into TMG as ‘NOTES’. Thus, | had to go thru my file, one person at a time and 
convert these ‘NOTES’. When support for TMG ended, | again transitioned my file. This 
time | moved to RootsMagic. If | dig deep enough into my RootsMagic data, | can still find 
individuals with custom events titled, ‘Notes’. 


Thus, as I’m going thru the ‘clean-up’ of my RootsMagic data, | know that some of the 
clean-up issues I’m encountering go back to that original PAF file, while others go back to 
my TMG data. This was especially evident as | worked on my list of places. 


Prior to my transition to RootsMagic, | had not standardized my entry of places. | knew 
enough to enter the various elements: town, county, state. However, | sometimes 
abbreviated words like Township and County while spelling them out at other times. The 
same was true for states, sometimes | abbreviated them while other times they were 
written out. 


With RootsMagic, | started using the Gazetteer and standardizing how | entered places. 
Thus, my list of places had these newer standardized places mixed in with my older non- 
standardized entries for place information. Now that I’ve made it thru my place list 
merging the obvious duplicates, | still have some issues in my place list.

These issues include: 


¢ dates entered in the place field 
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* place details as part of the place instead of being in the ‘place detail’ field. This is 
particularly true of burial places where the name of the cemetery is in the place field 
and not the place detail field. 

* incomplete places such as Anderson, Indiana with no idea as to whether this is the 
county or the city 

* places with the wrong state attached: Aberdeen, Brown, Ohio or is it Aberdeen, 
Brown, South Dakota or both? | wasn’t always paying close enough attention when 
TMG’s ability to automatically fill in the state with the last used information entered 
the incorrect state. I’m guessing that some of my place issues go back to those 
errors. 

Cleaning up these issues will require the tools found in RootsMagic 8. In RM 8, | can see 
what events a place is tied to. Working with the example of Aberdeen, Brown County, | 
can search the place list for Aberdeen and pull up the two places in question. 


IF | look to the right side of the screen, | can see how many events are tied to the 
highlighted place. To the right of the word Events is a >.

Clicking that green carot (>), a list of events tied to the place will open on the screen.

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attached sources to see if | have an incorrectly entered place. 
At this point, my place clean-up is done in RM7 and will wait for further clean-up until | 


This ability to go from a place to the events containing that 
place is a great new feature that will be found in RootsMagic 8. 
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Fake or Real? 
Wednesday, January 13, 2021 


Currently, we are surrounded by the word, fake: fake news, fake cures, fake this, fake 
that. When it comes to medical treatments, ‘fake remedies’ have been with us for a long 
time. With the current pandemic, | can certainly understand why. | want a medical remedy 
that will put this disease and all of its consequences in my rear view mirror. 


Thus, | can understand why my pioneer ancestors may have fallen victim to sellers of 
snake oil. Until today, | was not aware that the term ‘snake oil’ referred to an actual 
remedy that worked. The Asian Americans used oil from the water snake to treat 
inflammation. Unfortunately, others tried to profit off of the sale of this treatment, but they 
lacked access to the Chinese water snake. Instead they skimmed off the oil from boiling 
rattlesnakes, or substituted other types of oil and marketed it as a cure all. The 
Pharmaceutical Journal article, The History of Snake Oil has this to say about this oil and 
the selling of it. 


The term “snake oil” is used to describe any worthless pseudo-medical remedy promoted 
as a cure for various illnesses. By extension, snake oil salesmen are charlatans who sell 
such fraudulent goods. 


So, when | see the occupation, ‘magnetic healer’ listed as the occupation of my great- 
grandfather, Hiram Currey on the 1900 census, my first thought was of ‘snake oil.’ 


| recently came across an ad in the newspaper that reminded me of this census entry.

Since my ancestor moved to western Kansas to farm in 1908 and later census records do 
not include ‘magenetic healer’ as an occupation, I’m assuming that his career as a

that are used in the diagnostic MRI ( Magnetic Resonance Imaging). | also remembered 
that some people wear bracelets containing magnets. Curious as to whether these 
bracelets actually work, | found an article on WebMD that confirmed that Magnetic Field 
Therapy is a valid field of medicine. 


Thus, it seems that my ancestor, Hiram Currey, wasn’t a ‘snake oil salesman,’ but 
promoting a treatment that is in use today.

Do you have family stories that get told again and again. In my family, most of those 
stories were more recent and easily proven. A couple that come to mind were stories of 
the flooding when my parents were married and my brother’s premature birth. These are 
the stories | grew up hearing.

Since my application was accepted thru Jason’s father, Nathaniel Hammond, the reason 
for denial was not that the proof was not up to current standards.

Since | recently found an obituary on Newspapers.com for a cousin, | thought that I’d try 
adding that obituary to my RMB trial database. Since this database was recently created 
from my RM7 file, it should contain the my source for the Journal and Courier (Lafayette, 
IN) newspaper. 


The obituary is for Mark A. Crudge. 
Locate Mark Crudge in file by clicking on the person icon. 
* I’m used to clicking on the list and starting to type the name to move to that section 
of the list. This method does not currently work. 


¢ | could scroll thru my list, but it faster to enter the surname in the search box. As | 
type, the list narrows down to surnames beginning with the letters I’ve typed. 


Since | don’t find Mark Crudge in my list, he will need added. Thus, | click on his father, 
Marion Jene Crudge and switch to the family view. 


| then click on the “+ Add Child” link to open a window to add Mark Crudge as a child of 
Marion Jene Crudge. 


| use the information in the obituary to fill in the birth and death dates for Mark Crudge 
and then click OK to add him to the family. 
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| now have Mark Crudge listed as a child of Marion Jene Crudge and a window open to 
add information about Mark. This is where | need to add the obituary as a source. 


Since | can use the obituary as a source for Mark’s death, | click on the death fact. On the 
right side of the window, there is a section for sources. Since | already have a lot of 
sources in my file, | would first check to see if the source exists. Thus, | would click on 
‘Cite Existing Source’.

That opens up a window for me to select the source. In RM7, | would have clicked on the 
list and started typing ‘News-IN J’ since that is the pattern | used to name my newspaper 
sources. Since RM8 works differently, | need to use the search box. So, | start typing the 
same in the search box and my source is listed. 
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If unsure, | could use RM8’s super ability to search and type in the name of the paper. 
(Journal and Courier, in this example) When | do this, | discover that | have two sources 
— likely the same that | will need to see if | can merge. 


Since the first one uses my desired naming pattern, | click on it and then click the NEXT 
button. That opens the ‘Add Citation’ window.

Now that | have the obituary citation attached to the death fact, | want to also attach it to 
his birth fact. Thus, | click on the birth. | now have 3 choices: Add new source, cite 
existing source and paste citation. Ideally, | would like to ‘paste the citation.’ This means 
that | need to go back and figure out how to ‘memorize’ the citation. Going back to the 
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death fact and the citation, there is no obvious ‘memorize’ link. However, scrolling over 
the various icons reveals the icon that looks like two pieces of paper are for memorizing 
the citation. 


After clicking on the ‘memorize citation’ icon, | migrated back to the birth fact to paste the 
citation. Clicking to paste the citation opens a ‘Paste Memorized Citation’ window. 


Unsure of what the difference is between ‘re-use’ and ‘paste’, | posted a question to the 
Facebook group and thanks to the answer there, | think | have this figured out. 


* Select ‘Re-use the memorized citation’ when you want an exact copy. This is what | 
would use for the obituary when adding the citation to the various events (think birth, 
death, burial, marriage, residence of survivors) 

* Select ‘Paste a copy of the memorized citation’ when | want to to make a small 
change in the citation. | can see this being helpful when citing various sections of a 
county history where | would change the page number with each individual citation. 

Thus, | selected to ‘re-use’ the citation. When | go to sources and locate the citation, | find 
that it has been used 3 times. 


Clicking on the > to the right of ‘Used 3’, the right column changes to show the times the 
citation was used. 
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| have successfully added Mark Crudge to my file and added source citations for his birth 
and death dates based on his obituary. By writing out the process, | have a better 
understanding of how this works and also will have notes for future reference.

While working thru what my process will be to add a source to an event in the preview of 
RootsMagic 8, | discovered that | have the same source in my database twice. | made 
this discovery when | searched my list of sources for ‘journal and’. 


If | click on the three dots in the upper right of the Sources section of the screen, it 
reveals the option to “Merge Sources” [NOTE: Always look under those three dots when 
trying to figure out how to do something.] 


Before starting the merge, | need to make sure the source | want to keep is highlighted. 
When | click on ‘Merge Sources’ a window opens prompting me to ‘Select Source’. 


Again, | use the search box to look for ‘journal and’ to narrow the list. From trial and error, 
| learned that 


* the highlighted source in the Sources window is my first source 
¢ the ‘Select Source’ window wants me to select the 2nd source 


Since the source whose name begins with ‘News-IN Journal’ is the source | want to keep,

Because the sisters, Angelina Currey and Sarah Hornbuckle, are suing their brothers, 
John Burke and Milton Burke, I’ve always assumed this suit was over their mother’s 
property. Thus, I’ve also assumed that this was an indication that their mother, Elizabeth 
Burke, had died prior to May 1876. 


Curious as to where this portion of section 34, township 54 of range 36 was on a map, | 
used the First Land Owner’s Project ($) to locate the section on a map. 
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When | scrolled in to view section 34, | discovered that the first land owner of this section 
was Alfred Kirkpatrick. Alfred Kirkpatrick was the husband of Mahala Bland. Mahala was 
the sister to Elizabeth Bland Burke, mother of Angelina, Sarah, John and Milton. Thus, 
Alfred Kirkpatrick was their uncle.

If | scroll out just a bit, | find that Elizabeth’s husband, Henry Burke, was a first land owner 
in section 27.

Do you remember writing that research paper when you had to create footnotes and a 
bibliography? Did all those commas and periods cause you headaches? Or are you 
young enough that you just used sites like Easy Bib to do it for you? 


When it comes to creating those footnotes and that bibliography for our genealogy 
records, | think we are all looking for that ‘easy’ button. For some, that button might be 
using the ability to create ‘free form’ citations to copy/paste citation information from 
Ancestry. For example, the Ancestry source, Indiana, U.S. Select Marriages Index, 1748- 
1993, has source information that could be copied into genealogy software.

| have not adopted this method of citing the sources of the information in my file for 
several reasons: 


* sometimes, | want more information than copying/pasting provides 
* sometimes, the source does not provide the copy/paste option 
¢ | don’t want to have to create the footnote from scratch. 
However, | do want an ‘easy’ way to do this. Thus, | use what might be called 


Cheat Sheets 


In RootsMagic, what | call ‘cheat sheets’ are source templates. These built-in source 
templates cover a wide variety of potential sources. 


Each of these templates has their own set of fields that are put together to form the 
footnote and the bibliography. Thus, | don’t have to remember the order for the fields in a 
footnote or the punctuation. 


There are plenty of these source templates. Many of them are based on various 
standards for sourcing genealogical information. The 2013 “ Sources” lesson by the 
Central Alberta RootsMagic Users explains the various references these templates are 
based on. 
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These built-in ‘cheat sheets’ work well unless or until one wants to modify a template. 
When that happens, one learns that these templates cannot be edited. Nor is it currently 
possible to switch an existing source to a different template. 


Once | discovered this inability to modify a template, | started creating my own templates 
— by copying an original template, naming my copy and making desired modifications. For 
example, | copied the ‘Census, U.S. Federal (Online Images) template. 


When | save the copy of the template, | use a naming standard for the templates. The 
templates that I’ve ‘created’ all have names that start with ‘_EE_’ That places these 
templates at the top of my list of templates. Thus, my copy of the census template is 
named _EE_ Census, U.S. Federal (Online images). 


Since | can edit these copies, I’ve added information about the image number and total 
number of images to the template. When working with these templates in RootsMagic 7, 
there are two sections: Master Source and Source Details.

Thus the template provides prompts for the types of information | need to add for the 
source. If | have already created the source, the top portion of the window (yellow in my 
case) will already be completed, | just have to fill in the bottom portion (green). 


When | am working with a source that isn’t already in my RootsMagic 7 database, | click 


on the ‘Add New Source’ button. This opens a window to ‘Select Source Type’ which is a 
list of available source templates.

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This window prompts me for the various fields needed to create the footnote and 
bibliography entry. In the light gray are hints for what might be entered in that box. In the 
example shown, both the Master Source and the Source Details portion of the screen is 
shown. Occasionally, when creating a new source, this window will only show the yellow, 
“Master Source,” portion of the screen until after the source is created. At that point, 
selecting the source will open the window to enter the ‘Source Details’ information. 


So, how does this work in RootsMagic 8? 


After working with the RootsMagic 8 preview, | believe it works in a similar manner — 
with one exception. The term, CITATION, is being used instead of the ‘Source Details’ 
terminology. 


If | look at the record for Elisha Vance Briggs, | can see that there is a pen icon to the 
right of his 1880 residence fact. Clicking on that fact places the information for that fact on 
the right side of the window. Under sources, it shows a citation for ‘Census-1880 IN 
Warren Coun...’.

This window is prompting for the same set of information what was entered as ‘Source 
Details’ in RootsMagic 7. The major difference that | see is that | cannot modify the 
‘Master Source’ from this screen in RootsMagic 8 while | was able to make a modification 
in RootsMagic 7. | am sure this is by design since it will prevent me from ‘messing up’ a 
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source. Since | Know that | have used this ability to edit the ‘Master Source’ while entering 
the ‘Details,’ | will have to train myself to study to footnote at the bottom of the screen. If 
the footnote has back to back commas, or appears to be missing information, that will be 
a clue that | need to go edit the Master Source. 


To edit the Master Source, | will need to switch to the ‘Sources screen’. 


On this screen, | need to find the desired source. In the example, the source name is 
Census-1880 IN Warren County. To locate that particular source, | can scroll down or | 
can use the search box. One search option would be to start typing in the name of the 
source. 


Another way to search would be to enter the name of the county in the search box. This 
is quicker to type in — but yields a longer list of results. 


Either way, | need to locate the desired source in the list and click on it. That will show the 
information for the source in the ‘Edit Source’ portion of the screen on the right. 
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Any change | make here will affect every use of this source. In this example, that would 
be 21 citations. 


Thus, it is essential to understand which fields are ‘universal’ for the source and which 


fields are ‘specific’ for the citations. To understand the difference, one has to go back to 
the source template. 


A study of the list of fields for the source indicates that some have a ‘Y’ in the citation 
column while other fields are missing the ‘Y’. Any field with a ‘Y’ is NOT part of the master 
source. Instead it forms the ‘Details’ or ‘Citation’ portion of the source. Since | work with 
my own templates, | can click on the EDIT button.

This window appears to be the same in RM8 as in RM/. In the above image, the field is 
for the page number of a census record. | have a check mark for ‘This field is a source 
detail field’ since | don’t want that piece of information in my Master Source. That little

or the ‘Y’ in the Citation column in the Source Templates image above that. 


| have found that understanding source templates and how they help create sources has 
helped me understand the way RootsMagic 8 handles sources and citations. 
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Naming Sources 
Friday, January 22, 2021 


I’ve been asked to explain how | name my sources in RootsMagic. I’m sharing my 
method as an example. I’ve never actually written out my ‘naming’ practices. 


However, | have heard the genealogist, Cousin Russ, talk about how he maintains a file 
of instructions that contains his naming practices. His blog post FTM2012 and AMT - File 
Naming and Captions discusses some of his naming practices. 


Most of my file naming conventions go back to having been the technology coordinator in 
the local high school for quite a few years. When schools first introduced computers and 
their accompanying networks, students shared computers. Thus, a major challenge was 
helping students learn where their files were stored and how to organize them. Another 
challenge was helping everyone learn to give their file a name versus letting the 
computer name it. 


These experiences along with my personal experience with file names have impacted 
how | name things in RootsMagic. Basically, my naming conventions take into account 
the following factors: 


* sorting — how does the computer's alphabetical sorting impact the sorting based on 
the naming convention I’ve chosen 
* grouping — how can | use names to group likes things together in a list 
RootsMagic 8 introduces a very powerful search function that will help compensate for 
not using a naming convention. For me, the power of this search feature will be in its 
ability to sort thru lots of items to quickly locate the one | want. 


My willingness to follow a naming pattern has helped me to quickly scroll thru a list of 
items to find exactly what I’m looking for. 


To start with, the source templates that I’ve created are at the top of the list of source 
templates. When | first converted my Master Genealogist data to RootsMagic, it created 
source templates whose names started with _TMG_. These source templates appear 
ABOVE the built in source templates.

Thus, | knew that placing the underscore at the start of the name would place the name 
towards the top of the list. When | converted to RootsMagic, | also started using Elizabeth 
Shown Mills’ book, Evidence Explained, as a guide for building my sources. Since | was 
creating my templates based on Evidence Explained, | elected to begin the names for 
these source templates with _EE_. The next part of the name refers to the type of record. 
This portion of the name is usually the same as the name for the template | copied from. 


When it comes to source templates, | learned one thing the HARD way. When one drags 
a person from one RootsMagic file to another, the source templates used for that person 
are also ‘drug’ from the first file to the next. Thus, one can end up with lots of duplicate 
source templates and no ‘easy’ button to merge them. This happened to me and | had 
quite a few census and newspaper source templates in my list. 


There is a set of SQL instructions that will merge these ‘duplicate’ source templates. | 
finally got up the courage to run these instructions and it quickly merged most of my 
duplicates. However, | was left with a few duplicates and could not figure out the 
difference between two source templates. Thus, | renamed one as ‘BAD’ so that | would 
not use it for future sources. At some point, | will revisit this to see if | can spot the 
difference and get them merged. 


When it comes to my sources, | begin the name with the type of source followed by a 
dash. For many sources, | will follow that dash with the abbreviation for the state where 
the record is found. Then | follow the state’s abbreviation with information about the 
source that sets it apart from similar sources. If the record comes from an online site, | 
often end the name with the name of the site followed by the letters EE. Those letters, 
EE, at the end of the source name tell me at a glance that this source is based on 
Evidence Explained and not a source created years ago before | started following these 
standards.

When it comes to census records, | lump by county. Thus, my naming convention for 
census records follows the dash with the year of the census. The year is followed by the 
state abbreviation and then the county name. The source of the census record and EE 
complete more recent citations. Earlier citations were likely created when viewing 
microfilm of the census. Thus, they don’t have the source or EE. Examples would include:

Prior to my transition to RootsMagic, | didn’t have images attached to events. After the 
transition, | started downloading images and attaching those images to sources. When | 
started naming these images, | followed a pattern based on the following: 


Surname-Given-bYYYY-YYYY-document 


The first set of YYYY referred to the year of birth. The second set of YYYY referred to the 
year of the event. My thinking was that this would put all images for a person together 
and that these images would then sort in chronological order. 


| soon discovered that this naming pattern did not work for me. Instead | started using 
folders and subfolders to help organize my images. | have a folder for each of my 
surname lines. As | discover a new line, | add a new folder. This folder uses the surname 
for its name. 


Within these surname folders, | have folders for the various people with that surname. 
Each folder name starts with the person’s birth year followed by their surname and then 
their given name. By starting the folder name with the birth year, the folders will sort in 
chronological order. 
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My Crawford folder is an example of how this works — especially where I’m researching 
several different Crawford lines

Naming these files is where | sometimes get lax in following the pattern. The one portion 
of the pattern that | have adhered to since adopting this system is to begin the file name 
with the year of the event. This places the files in the folder in chronological order when 
sorted by file name. 


When adding the image to a source or fact in RootsMagic, I’ve adopted a similar naming 
pattern for the caption — it starts with the year of the event followed by the type of 
document.

As I’ve worked thru writing this blog, I’ve discovered quite a few places where | should go 
back and rename sources, folders and even files. 


From my viewpoint, the issue isn’t whether you have adopted a naming pattern for source 
templates, sources, images or captions. Instead, the issue is whether you can locate the 
desired template, source, or image when needed. No matter what you decide, it has to fit 
your way of doing things.

Have you ever wondered whether you are named after someone? Are your siblings 
named after someone? For me and my brothers, | have not found any evidence that we 
are named after other family members. Even though we aren't carrying any family 
names, my great nieces and nephew were named after family members — and their 
parents are sharing the family stories with these young children! 


As | look at my pedigree, | do see several lines where it appears that names have been 
passed down. In my Crandall line, Sarah Adell Crandall’s middle names is passed down 
thru several generations. Thus, this name might (or might not) be a clue to previous 
generations.

In my Mentzer line, there are two generations of Phillip Mentzers. The name is then 
passed on to a grandson and a great grandson. Also common in this family line is the 
middle name, Andrew. 


In my Briles line, the given names of John, Frederick, George and Noah are popular. The 
names, John and Frederick, go back to early Briles families in Randolph County, North 
Carolina. Investigation of the Noah Briles’ in my files reveals that many with this given 
name are descendants of Noah Rush. Thus, they may have been named after this 
grandfather. However, there is at least one Noah Briles who is not a descendant of Noah 
Rush. 


In my Crawford line, there is little evidence that a family name was passed down as | 
follow the line back to my 2nd great grandfather. My great-grandfather, Judson Foster 
Crawford, gets his middle name from his mother’s Foster line. However, the given name 
Judson is unique. Judson’s father, Washington Marion Crawford’s name is also unique. 
I’m guessing that he may have been named after President George Washington. 
However, that is just a guest on my part. Washington Marion Crawford did name his 
youngest son after his father, Nelson G. Crawford. This has caused me to wonder 
whether there is a Nelson Crawford further back on my Crawford line.

Even though most of my lines do not have a name repeated generation after generation, 
my Currey line is the exception. 


| believe | have four generations of men named Hiram M. Currey. | have to say ‘believe’ 
because two of the generations just disappear leaving few records connecting them to 
any children. Thus, | have bits and pieces of evidence that alone do not connect these 
generations. These pieces of evidence are like a jigsaw puzzle. When put together, these 
pieces of evidence supports this lineage. 


Even though my 5 generation pedigree doesn’t indicate that any naming convention was 
used, | still refer back to those conventions in hopes that my ancestors followed a 
convention.

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Evaluating Progress

Have you ever looked at a chart or table someone else created to display their genealogy 
data in a different way and wondered what your own data might look like? For many 
people, this happened when Paul Hawthorne created a pedigree worksheet color coded 
by birth location. 


Well, today, genealogist Yvette Hoitink published a way to color code one’s research 
progress in her blog, Six Levels of Ancestral Profiles - Level Up Challenge. 


Basically, she used the numbers on an ahnentafel chart to create a spreadsheet. Then, 
she color coded each person based six levels of research progress. 


Using her blog as a guide, | decided to see what my research progress looked like. Even 
though there is no ‘fine line’ dividing some of these levels from another, | simplified my 
levels to the following: 


¢ Level 0 — No Information — no color 
¢ Level 1 —- Names Only — pink 
¢ Level 2 — Vitals — orange 
¢ Level 3 — Family / Census — purple 
¢ Level 4 —- Between the Dash — blue 
¢ Level 5 —- Exhaustive Research — torquoise 
¢ Level 6 — Biography — green 
Below is my color coded ahnentafel using the above levels. 


Below is my dad’s side of the above chart. | used their ‘ahnentafel’ number instead of 
their name so the chart would stay compact. (See Wikipedia article for info on ahnentafel 
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numbers.)

This chart helps me see where | need to do more research. The following images turn the 
numbers of my 7th generation into names. 


| wasn’t surprised by my results. However, this visualization will help identify future 
research goals. 
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Her Land 
Monday, January 25, 2021 


It’s not often that one finds a female spouse purchasing land in the late 1880s, but that is 
exactly what Angelina Jane Burke Currey did in 1879. Since there are several court 
documents in 1876 and 1877 where Angelina, her sister, Sarah Burke Hornbuckle and 
their husbands, Hiram Currey and Gilbert Hornbuckle sued two Burke brothers, Milton 
and John, for the partitioning of some land in Platte County, Missouri. 


Further documentation needs to be found regarding this case and the associated land, 
but it appears that the court ordered that the land be sold with proceeds being split by the 
four siblings. Based on a deed between the two brothers, it appears that at least some of 
the disputed land was sold in 1877. The proceeds Angelina Burke Currey would have 
received from the sale of this land may have been the cash that allowed Angelina Currey 
to purchase land in 1879. 


In August 1879, Angelina Jane Currey purchased by deed of sale from Owen Duffy and 
Catherine Duffy 20 acres of land being the South 1/2 of the Southwest quarter of the 
Southeast quarter of section 25 of township 9 of range 22 in Leavenworth County. 


This deed, made the nineteenth day of August in the year of our Lord one Thousand 
Eight hundred and Seventy Nine between Owen Duffy and Catherine Duffy his wife of 
Leavenworth City in Leavenworth County and State of Kansas parties of the first part and 
Angelina J. Currey of the County of Leavenworth and State of Kansas party of the 
second part witnesseth that the said parties of the first part, for and in consideration of the 
sum of Six hundred dollars to them in hand paid by the said party of the second part the 
receipt whereof is hereby confessed and acknowledged, do by these presents, grant, 
bargain, sell, remise, release, alien, convey and confirm unto the said part of the second 
part and to her heirs and assigns forever, all of the following described piece and parcel 
of land lying and situate in the County of Leavenworth and State of Kansas, to wit: The

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RM 8 Import Questions 
Tuesday, January 26, 2021 


After sharing my experiences with RootsMagic source templates and how | name 
sources, a reader asked about my experiences importing data into RootsMagic 8. 


One question — have you tried importing info into RM8 yet to see if the source citations 
move over correctly — especially if you have used the free form template? 


My initial response was going to be ‘no.’ 


¢ No, because my citations are based on the templates and not free form. 
¢ No, because | tried importing a copy of my RootsMagic 7 file in the early days of the 
preview and it was linked via TreeShare to my Ancestry tree. My current Ancestry 
tree took about six months to get indexed by Ancestry. Since indexing not only 
impacts the web hints but also DNA ThruLines, | do not wish to go thru that process 
again. Thus, | don’t want to do anything that might jeopardize the link between my 
RootsMagic file and my Ancestry tree. 
Prior to today, most of my experimentation in RM8 has been with files whose creation 
goes back to the exporting of portions of my RM 7 file via a gedcom file and then the 
importing of that file into RootsMagic to create a new, smaller database. 


Thus, | decided to do some more experimenting to test the following: 


¢ Import of a RM7 file into RootsMagic 8 preview version 

¢ Impact of RM7 to RM8 import on free form citations 

¢ Impact of RM7 to RM8 import on source citations 
Since | still don’t want to work with my primary file, | searched my RootsMagic folder for 
an ‘older’ file that | could use for the import. In that search, | found a McPheeters file 
which contains the descendants of Alexander Crawford and his wife, Mary McPheeters. 
I’m not sure why | have this file since this family is in my primary file. Since it is a 
‘duplicate’ set of information, I’m comfortable experimenting with the file. 


So, my first step was to create some ‘Free Form’ citations. Thinking that the easiest way 
to create these citations would be to find an individual that already had citations for 
census records. Thus, | elected to work with William Crawford, son of James Crawford 
and Nancy Sawyers and great-grandson of Alexander and Mary McPheeters. 


Since | have this family line in my primary RootsMagic 7 file, | also have them in my 
Ancestry tree, Heartland Genealogy. Thus, | did a treeSearch to locate William Crawford 
in my online tree. 


| had already located Ancestry sources for the 1850, 1860, 1880 census records along 
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with the Find a Grave index and his Texas death certificate, | opened the record for each 


of these sources in a new tab. 


Since | don’t use ‘Free Form’ citations, I’m not sure how others generate their citations. 
For this demonstration, | elected to take the ‘easy’ way and copy the source information 
directly from Ancestry. Thus, | scrolled down on each of these pages to locate the 


‘Source Citation’ section. 


Then in RootsMagic 7, | added a new source for each of these facts using the ‘Free 
Form’ template. Again, taking the ‘easy’ way, | just copied the information from Ancestry 
into the boxes in RootsMagic — AND I’M SURE | DID IT WRONG. | just needed ‘text’ in 


the boxes

Not only did my 
grandparents live in the 500 block of Avenue G, but my grandfather’s parents also lived in 
that block. 


During the time they lived in that area of town, my grandmother and great-grandmother 


were members of the East Side Bible Class. Below is a clipping of a newspaper article 
about the East Side Bible Class that my grandmother kept.

My Kansas roots run deep. My parents, grandparents and a couple of great-grandparents 
were all born in Kansas. While my 5 generation birth chart shows a lot of different states 
in the fifth generation, my chart of death places shows mostly ancestors dying in Kansas. 
(births on left, deaths on right) 


If all of these ancestors were in Kansas prior to their death, what is the earliest record of 
them living in Kansas? 


Washington Marion Crawford and his wife, Mary Foster Crawford, arrived in Dodge City, 
Kansas around 1884. According to several newspaper accounts, James H. Crawford was 
expecting the arrival of his brother, Washington Marion Crawford in June of 1884. In 
March, 1885, Washington Marion Crawford paid $2 at the Garden City land office to file a 
homestead claim. Later in May of 1885, Washington Marion Crawford was accepted as a 
member of the Lewis Post of the Grand Army of the Republic. 


Richmond Fisk Hammond is listed on the 1886 post report as a member of the Lewis 
Post of the Grand Army of the Republic. Thus, Richmond Fisk Hammond and his wife, 
Sarah Ellen Ralston Hammond were living in the Dodge City area by 1886. 


Hiram M. Currey married Angelina Jane Burke in Weston on the Missouri side of the state 
line in August 1856. In 1860, Hiram Currey is listed on the territorial census living in 
Kickapoo, Leavenworth County, Kansas. An illustration showing pro-slavery men from 
Weston voting in 1855 at Kickapoo. This illustration was published in 1867. It is unknown 
whether Hiram Currey was part of this cross-border battle to determine whether Kansas 
would be a free state or a slave state. Since Hiram Currey would serve under Captain 
Samuel Hollister in Company B of the 12th Cavalry Regiment of the Kansas State Militia 
in 1864, | do not believe he was a pro-slavery voter. 
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Albert Hutchinson and his wife, Julia Harding Hutchinson, were living in Mitchell county 
lowa in 1880. In 1890, Albert is shown on a census of veterans in Clay County, Missouri. 
According to this military pension record, Julia passed away in 1892 in Doniphan County, 
Kansas. Albert then married Honore Eliza Van Valkenburg ibn 1893 in St. Joseph, 
Missouri (which is across the Missouri River from Doniphan County, Kansas). In 1895, 
Albert is found living in Doniphan County. He died in Doniphan county in 1896. 


Alexander Briles purchased land lying in Coffey County in 1858. He is shown on the 1859 
Kansas territory census living in Coffey County with 8 minors in the household. The 
family, including his son, Noah Briles, were all listed on the 1860 territorial census living 
in Coffey County, Kansas. Noah Briles would go to lowa to work on a farm. While in lowa, 
he served in Company | of the 1st Regiment of the lowa Cavalry Volunteers. After the 
war, he married Sarah Thompson in lowa. In 1872, Noah purchased land in Coffey 
county, Kansas. By 1875, Noah, his wife and their family had moved to Coffey County, 
Kansas. 


James Marshall Ricketts married his wife, Rachel Elmeda Christy in 1866 in Clinton 
County, Indiana. In 1879, James Ricketts purchased land in Woodson County, Kansas. 
By 1880, the family was living in Everett Township, Woodson County, Kansas. 


George Mentzer is said to have helped establish the first hotel in Kewanee Illinois prior to 
1860. However, he must have returned to Massachusetts by 1860 since he is shown on 
the 1860 census living in his brother's household. George served in Company C of the 
24th Regiment of Massachusetts Volunteers. In 1866, George purchased land in Henry 
County, Illinois. In 1867 George married Emeline Minnick in Kewanee, Henry County, 
Illinois. In 1870, George purchased land in Woodson County. However, the family was 
still living in Illinois in 1870. In 1871, George Mentzer and his friend, George Allen, moved 
their families from Illinois to Woodson County, Kansas. 


Thurston Kennedy Wells was likely living in Miami County, Kansas when his son, William 
Hall Wells was born to Thurston and his first wife, Sarah Hall in 1857. In 1860, a K. T. 
Wells is listed on the census in Lykins County, Kansas. Little is known about the family at 
this time, but Sarah likely died between 1857 and 1861. In March of 1861, Thurston Wells 
marries Salome Crandall in Van Buren County, lowa. In 1875, Thurston and Salome are 
found living in Woodson county, Kansas on the 1875 census. Also listed in their 
household are Thurston’s two sons by his first marriage and the two younger daughters 
he had with Salome. 


Thus, all of my great-great grandfathers had brought their families to Kansas prior to 
1900, with three of them being in the state prior to statehood. Thus, my Kansas roots run 
deep. 
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Homestead 
Saturday, January 30, 2021 


Do you have farmers in your tree? Do you know where the family homestead is (was) 
located? Since | have a rich Kansas heritage, there are two definitions for homestead: 


* a house, particularly a farmhouse and outbuildings 
* an area of public land in the west (i.e. Kansas) usually comprising 160 acres that 
was granted to any U.S. citizen willing to settle the land and farm it for at least five 
years. 
My great great grandfather, Washington Marion Crawford was a homesteader — and the 
only ancestor for whom I’ve obtained a homestead record. To put this land on a map, | 
use the web site First Landowners Project at HistoryGeo ($). 
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Washington Crawford’s land is in the lower left of the above map. Toward the top of the 
map is land his brother, James H. Crawford owned. The two pieces of land just south of 
Dodge City were homesteaded by his nephew and his daughter. The purple dot on the 
map identifies the location of the land Richmond Hammond homesteaded. Richmond’s 
daughter, Josie, would later marry Judson, son of Washington Crawford. 


Zooming in on the map, the original neighbors of Washington Marion Crawford can be 
identified. 
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In March of 1885, Washington M. Crawford paid $2 to register his claim at the Garden 
City Land Office.

In July 1889, Washington M. Crawford filed his “Testimony of Claimant’ by answering 
several questions. Interesting bits of information from these questions includes the 
following: 


¢ had made a previous filing for another tract of land but did not remember the 
description and never obtained title to it 

¢ there is no timber on the land 

¢ in March of 1886, he built a house and broke 5 acres of land 

* Description of buildings: house — frame shingle roof 15 ft x 15 ft with sod addition 10 
ft x 12 ft; 3 doors & 4 windows; sod stable 16ft x 32 ft; hen house 8 ft x 8 ft; well 92 ft 
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deep; 

¢ planted 2000 mulberry trees 

* owns a plow and a buggy 

* owns 1 cow, 1 calf and 2 horses 

* raised crops for 3 seasons 

* spent 4 months in 1887 in Dodge City working to earn money to support family 
The final certificate for the land was received by the family in May 1890 after Washington 
M. Crawford’s death in August 1889.

Do you ever get bored and unable to focus on your genealogy research? With area 
research libraries limiting access and a personal decision to try and stay home until 
vaccinated, boredom is starting to affect my ability to focus my research. 


So today, I’m taking a detour and working the light bulbs on my RootsMagic 7 pedigree 
that connect to Ancestry hints. Most of those light bulbs were to marriage 
announcements in Kansas newspapers — which | had already found. 


However, one of those light bulbs took me to an obituary in a newspaper that | would 
have never looked in. The obituary titled, “Died,” was published in the Western Veteran in 
Topeka, Kansas. The text of the obituary contains information found in other sources for 
my great great grandfather, Washington Marion Crawford who died in Dodge City, 
Kansas. 


Died — W. Mari n Crawford. He has been called by the reveil’e on the other shore and is 
enrolled with the silent majority. Like the true soldier he was ready at any time, and when 
the order came for his transfer, though the warning was short it found him ready. He was 
born in Warren county, Indiana, April 21, 1838, where he passed the greater portion of 
his life. He enlisted August 27, 1861, in Co. H 2d New York Cavalry, better known as the 
“Harris Light Horse.” He was captured September 22, ’63, and for nearly fifteen months 
he suffered all the cruelties and privations of Belle Isle, Andersonville, Florence and other 
prisons of the South, was paroled December 13, ’64 reaching home and friends on the 
last day of that year, a mere wreck of his former self, from which he never recovered. He 
was converted to Christianity while a prisoner, and ever after lived a consistent Christian 
life. He was especially interested in the welfare and comfort of his late comrades. He had 
a cheerful and kind word for every one. His last act was to respond cheerfully and 
promptly to a call to take charge of old Fort Dodge which is being fitted for a Soldier’s 
home. He was a member of Lewis Post No. 294 and had been an officer of the post. He 
died suddenly August 23, 1889, of heart disease, resulting from disabilities contracted 
while a prisoner of war. It was his request to be buried by his comrades which request 
was fulfilled, with ex-Andersonville prisoners as pall-bearers. His remains were laid to 
rest in the beautiful G.-A.R. cemetery of Lewis post near Dodge City.

Copying the information from the family fact to 
an individual fact will be made easier by using a screen shot of the existing family fact for 
reference when creating the individual fact.

Once the fact is created and the sentence is customized, | can go back to the family fact 
to copy the source and paste it into the newly created individual source. Then the 
process needs repeated for the individual that shared the original fact. 


Once the individual fact is created for all parties, then the original shared fact can be 
deleted. 


This will be a slow but necessary process.

Research Logs - | think the genealogy camp can be divided into those who love them 
and those that don’t. Most ‘lovers’ of research logs will gladly show off their spreadsheet 
or other tool to record their research progress. 


My first research log was a notebook where | wrote down some information about the 
source as | used it. During a trip to the Family Search Library in Salt Lake, | started using 
their paper forms as a research log. Each form was for a different surname and often for 
a different repository or even date of research. Even though | still have my original 
notebook, | do not have the individual forms. As | entered the source citations in my 
software, those forms were discarded. 


During those early days of my research | at least tried to keep a research log. As | 
transitioned from paper family group sheets to software, | tried to use the capabilities of 
the software to log my research. In the process, the log switched to more of a ‘to do’ list. 
Below is a screenshot of such a ‘log’ in my The Master Genealogist file.

Since RootsMagic 8 will allow me to attach the same task to both a person and a place, | 
migrated to Platte County, Missouri in my Place list to add the task to that place. 
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After also adding the task to Elizabeth Bland Burke, the other party in the sought after 
land transactions, | can go to the task and verify how often it has been used. 


In figuring all of this out, | discovered some things about my usage of tasks: 


¢ | had tasks that | had completed still showing as needing completion in my 
RootsMagic 7 file. 
¢ | have tasks in a RootsMagic 8 file created from a RootsMagic 7 file named TMG 
that are not in my primary RM 7 file. I’m guessing that this tmg.rmgc file was created 
by importing my Master Genealogist data into RM 7 while my primary file was not 
created by a direct import. Thus, | will have to go thru all of these tasks to see what 
has been done vs what still needs to be done 
¢ | fail at using this feature of the software! For proof, just look at the first image. This 
task was created in 2001 in Master Genealogist. | quit using Master Genealogist in 
2016. Thus, this task set unfinished for FIFTEEN years. 
| have considered using this software feature to create a list of resources to use ona 
research trip. However, I’ve had more success using a simple spreadsheet. 


As I’ve contemplated writing this blog post over the past couple of weeks, | realized that 
my genealogy goals are a form of a genealogy to-do list. These goals could easily 
become tasks in RootsMagic 8. However, I’m finding | keep referring back to my bullet 
journal and my list of 2021 goals. These might be in a simple hand-written list, but they 
are something I’m looking at on a regular basis versus being buried in a list of tasks | 
rarely look at.

Do you have civil war era ancestors? If so, have you tried to obtain a military or pension 
file? Over the years, | acquired quite a few. Unfortunately, it was only AFTER | had sent 
off for most of them that | heard that one should be sure to request the ENTIRE file. 
Apparently, requests by mail were sometimes filled with only parts of the files — and the 
person fulfilling the request made the decisions about what parts of the file were returned. 


Well, | can tell you that you definitely need to request the entire file! | requested the 
military and pension file for Albert Hutchinson early in my days or research. Since the 
pension application involved his son by a second marriage, most of what | received 
involved affidavits about his second marriage. After retirement, | again requested this file. 
This time, | used researchers at American Civil War Ancestor to obtain digital copies of 
each page of the file. 


Buried in the over 80 images from the file were two affidavits from Peter Miller of 
Wathena. According to the affidavits, Peter Miller sold coffins to Albert Hutchison for his 
mother and then for his father.

When | first had my DNA tested, much of the commercial emphasis was on ethnicity. You 
might even remember the Ancestry commercial where Kyle traded in his lederhosen for a 
kilt. 


Contrary to that focus, | was more interested in connecting with cousins to help verify 
some of my research and to help break down some brick walls. Since most of my lines 
are colonial American, | have over 200 years to document before making a connection to 
my immigrant ancestors and to my ethnicity. 


Although 
those communities supported my paper research, they were just additional information 
and not proof for a lineage.

When | looked at my DNA 
story, | had a new group, but | also believe that | have groups that disappeared.

My ancestors were in all of these communities. With the exception of the Michigan 
community, my dad’s side of the tree would have been found in these same communities. 
In looking thru my tree and their migration path from the coast to Kansas, there is only 
one family line that does not fit these communities. 


That family line is my BRILES line on my mom’s side of the tree. My ancestor, Alexander 
Briles, brought his family to Kansas from Randolph County, North Carolina prior to the 
civil war. The BRILES line is in Randolph County for several generations prior to that. 
Alexander’s great-grandfather, Conrad Broil. Conrad Broil, and his parents, Johannes 
Broyles and Ursula Ruop, arrived in Virginia in 1727 as members of the second 
Germanna colony. Based on this line, one would expect a community originating in 
Virginia and branching out to North Carolina and Tennessee. 


My loyalist Harding line was in New York. However, these communities do not indicate 
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that this line went from New York to New Brunswick for about 70 years. From New 
Brunswick, my branch of the line migrated to Wisconsin and then to lowa. 


Although our ethnicity estimates aren’t very helpful in this point of my research, | am 
going to document them here for future reference. Below are the estimates for February 
2021 for all four tests.

Toward the end of the post, details are 
provided on how to find an ‘ancestory discovery page’ for a particular ancestor.

¢ Use the Browse Surname Directory site to navigate thru the alphabetical listing of

These Ancestor Discovery pages depend on the collaborative efforts to add information 
to each person’s profile on the FamilySearch tree. In the example shown above, the 
photos and memories section is not blank because descendants were willing to upload 
their photos to the ‘Memories’ tab of a person’s profile.

Since my grandparents lived in Dodge City their entire lives, | just assumed that the 
caption was correct. However, comments on the post questioned whether there was an 
alfalfa mill in Dodge City. 

So, | turned to the newspapers to learn more about an alfalfa mill in Dodge City. | did 
verify that such a mill existed. Unfortunately, | haven’t located information for the 
construction of the first mill. Below is a synopsis of what | found.

The fire started between the main building and the shed and many believe it was the 
work of some incendiary, as there had been no workmen or others about the mill since 
Saturday evening. 

The fire was discovered about 3 o’clock this morning and by four the building was in 
ashes. Besides a considerable amount of expensive machinery it contained several car 
loads of alfalfa and other food stuff. 

The fire department was powerless to save the building as it was covered with flames 
before the fire was discovered, but the work of the department, saved quite a number of 
residences in the neighborhood 

The residence of Frank Osburn on the east side of the mill was almost completely 
destroyed, and the one belonging to Archie T. Keech directly west of the mill was badly 
burned on one side, but no other buildings were damaged. 

Sparks from the fire blew over nearly all of the town from the mill ot the stand pipe on the 
Central Avenue hill, but most of the people of the town had been wakened by the siren 
whistle at the city power hose and watched their roofs. 

W. B. Martin, the owner of the mill is spending the day in Garden City and he had not 
announced before his departure whether the mill would be rebuilt or not.

Do you try to find details about an ancestor’s life for the time between their birth and their 
death, i.e. the dash? Census records help fill in that ‘dash’ since they put a person in a 
specific place at a specific time. However, I’ve found that gossipy newspapers also help 
fill in that ‘dash’. 


The value of newspapers was brought home when | uploaded images to FamilySearch 
for my grandfather, Edward Osmund Briles. 


It was a ’40 Years Ago’ clipping that my grandmother kept that provided a major clue to 
my grandfather’s life.

Today’s Saturday Night Genealogy Fun challenge from Genea-Musing‘s Randy Seaver 
involves timelines. 


1) Do you use Timelines to help you in your research? Create a Timeline (a chronological 
list with dates and events) for one of your ancestors that includes their parents, siblings, 
spouse(s) and children. Tell us how you did it, and show us your work. 


This timing of this challenge is perfect! I’m currently trying to figure out whether Howard 
Hutchinson who drowned in the Missouri River in 1905 is part of my Albert Hutchinson 
family. If his age is reported correctly, this Howard Hutchinson was born in 1881. Since 
this is a difficult time period to find records showing family relationships, | need a timeline 
to help figure out where the members of the family were living between 1890 and 1905.

This report is too wordy for this particular task — especially when | add the children and 
spouses of Albert Hutchinson. Thus, | turned to a spreadsheet. Since my goal is to 
determine who was living where at a particular time, | limited the information | entered to 
those events that place a person in a particular community. | then color coded each of the 
children and his second wife. Once | had the data entered, | sorted the data by date and 
then by location. 
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This spreadsheet proved what | subconsciously knew about this family: they lived on both 
sides of the Missouri River between Kansas City and St. Joseph, Missouri. It also 
provides hints of where to look for a 1900 census record for Howard Hutchinson or for a 
death notice outside of St. Joseph, Missouri for Howard Hutchinson.

Do you struggle adding sources to the FamilySearch tree or is it just me? I’m not a 
member of their church and have only been using the FamilySearch website, including 
the tree, for about five years. Thus, | am still learning. 


With the recently released Ancestor Discovery pages, | want to use those pages as one 
way to share my family history. Even though a casual viewer won't be interested in the 
sources, other researchers will. So, | need to get past the struggle and figure out how | 
can get my sources onto FamilySearch. 


Since I’m a RootsMagic user, | tried using the interface between RootsMagic and 
FamilySearch to upload these sources. 


This is where my struggle begins. On this interface, | have a hard time figuring out 
whether one of my sources on the left is already on FamilySearch on the right. Once | 
manage to figure out a source that has yet to be added to FamilySearch, the window that 
opens up is the next challenge.

Since my sources could be attached to a variety of facts/events beyond the basics of 
birth, marriage and death, | don’t know what I’m expected to check. Then comes the 
‘reason’ to attach, which | also struggle with. Once completed, the source now appears in 
the FamilySearch list on the RootsMagic interface. 


In trying to figure out how | enter sources in RootsMatic impacts this interface, | noticed 
that the name of the source is how the source is listed in the RootsMagic list and how it is 
listed on FamilySearch once transferred. | also discovered that my ‘lumping’ tendancy 
hinders my ability to upload sources.

Thus, | don’t think the RootsMagic interface is the best way for me to transfer the sources 
in my file. So my other option is to use the ‘Add Sources’ page. 


Using this screen to add a source allows me to add the transcription and add the media. 
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Using the add source screen would be easiest to use at the same time I’m creating the 
source in RootsMagic. 


This is also how | will need to add all of my newspaper sources. Thus, | likely need to 
work with a report for the individual that includes the Endnotes to figure out which 
sources need added and reference back to the citation on RootsMagic so | can copy it to 
FamilySearch. 


Using the ‘Add Sources’ screen will take longer to get my existing sources attached to my 
ancestors on the tree, but | understand that process. Thus, it will be less of a struggle.

Now that | have the sources on FamilySearch in chronological order, | can scroll thru the 
‘Edit Person’ screen on RootsMagic to locate facts in RootsMagic that don’t have a 
source on Family Search. (Note: | use two screens which makes this comparison much 
easier. | put RootsMagic on the left screen and FamilySearch on the right screen.) 


With my grandfather, the newspaper articles and advertisements tell a story about his life 
not found in other records. Thus, the need to add them to FamilySearch. One of those 
sources is from a 1933 edition of the Emporia Gazette. Not only do | have the citation in 
RootsMagic, but | also have a transcription of the article.

A service car from the Briles Garage, that will contain an extra supply of gasoline, extra 
tires, air, oil, and tools will be taken on the Chamber of Commerce, good fellowship tour 
on next Thursday, when more than twenty-five carloads of boosters will visit eleven 
different neighboring towns. 

The trouble car will be taken along for the convenience of the boosters, in case they 
should have any tire or engine trouble, or run out of gasoline or oil. This will be a great 
convenience for those that should have trouble, and it will enable them to be on the road 
again within a short time. 

The trouble car will be driven by E. O. Briles proprietor of the Briles Garage of lola, and a 
mechanic will be with Mr. Briles throughout the trip. 

Plans for the all-day trip, are being completed by A. L. Meisinger secretary of the 
chamber of Commerse. The trip is being taken for the purpose of boosting the Allen 
County Fair, which begins here Monday, and the new Junior College of lola, which will 
open here next month. 

Mr. Meisinger has arranged for nearly thirty cars to make the trip and there are still a 
number of merchants and car owners about the city who are planning to go. It has been 
asked that all those who can possibly make the trip, or those who have promised to go, 
and have later found it will be impossible to do so, call the Chamber of Commerce at 
once. 

The trippers will line up on the square at 8 o’clock Thursday morning, and the pilot car will 
leave promptly at 8:30. The boosters are expected to arrive back home shortly after 6 
o'clock, after spending a short time for a band concert and speeches in eleven towns.

Great Trip Say McCarthy 


Commenting on the trip Frank McCarthy of the McCarthy Motor Company, the man who 
spent a day driving the pathfinder and then made a second trip leading the caravan said: 
“It was a great trip. It was successful in more ways than one. It helped lolans get 
acquainted with each other as well as get acquainted with other people. | liked Humboldt 
especially, though it was a sweet welcom we received in Colony, Moran Savonburg and 
all the other towns. But we were wondering what Humboldt would say and when we 
heard our welcome we could only ask Humboldt to come here some time so we could 
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show just how we feel about it. 
McCarthy is another one of those fine young business men who like to do things for the 
town in which they live.

It was a dusty and dirty, but never-the-less a happy and good natured group of lola 
Boosters who arrived in lola shortly after 6 o’clock last night, after completing nearly one 
hundred and twenty-five miles of driving and after visiting eleven different towns during 
the day. 

The Goodfellowship tour of the Chamber of Commerce, that was made by seventy-three 
lola folks yesterday in the interest of the Allen County Fair and the New Junior College at 
lola, was very successful from every standpoint. 

The trippers found good crowds waiting in the towns that were visited and they listened 
with interest at the short band program that was given in each city by the Rotary Boys 
Band, and to the speeches that were made boosting the Fair and Collége. There was not 
an accident on the entire route, and there was very little car trouble. 

Through Clouds of Dust 

The roads throughout the entire distance that was traveled were in excellent condition, 
but there was not a road that was not dusty. Clouds of dust rolled up after the first cars in 
the long line passed along the dirt roads, and every one on the trip was covered with dirt 
as the end of the journey neared. 

But who cared for the dust? The lola trippers did not, and they enjoyed every minute 
while on the trip, enjoyed the drive, and were more than pleased with the large crowds 
that were awaiting to receive them at practically every city that was visited. 

The schedule that had been arranged for the Boosters, the time for them to arrive in the 
towns and depart, was carried out throughout the trip, and they were never more than ten 
minutes late in arriving in the towns. 

The Rotary Boys Band, under the direction of their leader, Mr. J. V. Roberts, made a 
good impression upon their listeners in all the towns where they played a few selections. 
There were twenty pieces in the Boys band, and they were dressed in their new bright 
uniforms which were recently furnished by the lola Rotary Club. 

Talks at Each Town 

At every town visited, two speeches were given, one in the interest of the new Junior

College, and the other to boost for the Allen County Fair, which will open at Riverside 
park next Monday, and will continue for five days. Mr. A. M. Thoroman, superintendent of 
the city schools gave the talk on the Junior College, while Frank McCarthy, told the 
people in the towns visited of the Allen County Fair and gave reasons why it was “Bigger 
and Better than Ever.” this year. 

At Moran, Yates center, and Humboldt, the lola trippers were met before they arrived in 
those cities by the mayors and leading business men, who escorted the line of cars to 
their cities. At Moran, the Boosters found ice cold lemonade awaiting for them, and they 
were given cigars and chewing gum at Savonburg. 

The towns visited yesterday included eleven cities near lola in all four directions. The 
trippers drove first to Piqua where a short stop of fifteen minutes was made, and from 
there they drove to Yates Center. At Yates Center the lolans were well received and were 
given a rousing welcome. After leaving Yates Center, the next stop was Neosho Falls, 
where another good sized crowd had gathered to listen tot he band and hear the 
speakers. Colony was the next town on the schedule and a stop of more than one hour 
was made here, for a short program and to allow the visitors to take dinner. Lone Elm 
was then visited, followed by Mildred and Moran. At Moran many people had gathered on 
the streets to receive their visitors. Elsmore, Savonburg and Humboldt followed in the 
order named, with another good sized crowd waiting at Humboldt when lola arrived. 

The Chamber of commerce road committee worked hard to make the Booster trip this 
year a success; and they have received much praise for their good work and well made 
plans. The committee desires tot hank all the lola men who made the trip and for their 
splendid co-operation.

“Cowboy Capital of the World” 
“Queen of the Cowtowns” 


For anyone interested in cowboys or the old west cattle drives a trip to the Boot Hill 
Museum in Dodge City, Kansas is a ‘must see’ destination. Housed in a replica of ‘Front 
Street’, Boot Hill offers a combination of history and entertainment, complete with 
gunfights and shows at the Long Branch Saloon. 


As a genealogist, Boot Hill has proven to be a source of information about my family. As 
a child, | remember a photograph or postcard that was on display in the building at the 
top of the hill. This photo was taken of early Dodge City from the Boot Hill area looking 
toward downtown. My memory says that the house my grandparents lived in was in that 
photo. Later, while touring the displays housed in the ‘Front Street’ buildings | discovered 
a minute book for the Ford County Agricultural Society that just happened to be opened 
to a page mentioning my great great grandfather, Richmond Fisk Hammond. 


On a trip to Dodge to visit my grandmother, she encouraged me to visit Boot Hill to see if 
they had any photographs. Thinking | might find the photo from my childhood memory, | 
went. Even though | didn’t locate that photo, | did come away with a marvelous find: the 
only known photo of my great great grandfather, Washington Marion Crawford. 
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In addition to obtaining his picture, | found a group picture that included my great 
grandfather, Judson Crawford and another group picture containing Judson’s brother, 
Nelson Crawford. 


If you want to find an unusual source for genealogical information, it would be Boot Hill 
for me. | never imagined that | would find these photos at Boot Hill. | am thankful that they 


are preserving the early history of Dodge City.

When you think of your family dynamics, who has the power? Looking into the future, | 
would say it is my niece that has the power to keep her generation of the family together. 
Looking back, | would have to credit my grandmother, Winnie Letha Currey Crawford, 
with being the force of power in the family. 


When Winnie was ten years old, her mother died. The family had recently moved to 
Olathe, Kansas from Rooks County, Kansas. Her father may have been a teamster at the 
time. The family included

« Myrtle, age 14 

¢ Mary, age 12 

¢ Winnie, age 10 

¢ Ernest, age 7 

¢ Alma, age 1 
My grandmother wrote about what happened to the family after her mother’s death in one 
of her letters. The dates are off, but | believe the story of what happened to the family is 
correct. 


Mother died in May. We went to the Children’s Home Jun 11. Herb didn’t go and Myrtle 
wasn’t there long till she went to Aunt Mary’s in Denver Col. Mary and | stayed together 
till she got married. But to go back The Court took Littens License away. So Dad had to 
take us back till Mary & | finished grade school. Then He was going to put us back into a 
Home. | got Aunt Joe De Shazer to take Alma and found a Home for Earnest — then Mary 
and | lied about our ages & went to Work. | alway kept track of the kids As | do now

Most of the details of this story remain unproven. | did find Alma Jean Curry ina 
DeShazer household on the 1920 census living in Franklin County, Kansas. By 1925, 
Alma was living with her father in Gray County, Kansas. Gray County borders Ford 
County, where Myrtle and Winnie were living in 1925. 


In terms of the children’s home, | did find an entry for Rev.Charles Litten in the 1913 
directory for Kansas City. According to this entry, he was the ‘sec and genl mgr 
Conserving Assn of America’ at 2610 Cleveland in Kansas City, Missouri. (See blog post, 
U — Unknown Genealogy / PhotoADay) 


The Aunt Mary mentioned in the letter is likely Mary Currey Spears. Unfortunately, | can’t 
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place Mary and her husband John in Denver, Colorado. By 1920, Mary and her husband 
were living in Los Angeles, California. At this time, | don’t have a census record or city 
directory for them between 1900 and 1920. 


According to another letter, my grandmother traveled from the Kansas City area to Dodge 
City to help her sister, Myrtle with her new baby. Based on the above letter, that means 
that Winnie was in the Kansas City area until her sister, Mary was married. All of this 
does fit a timeline for these events in the sister’s lives. 


¢ Myrtle married in Dodge City at the age of 18 in March of 1917 

« Myrtle’s first child is born in Dodge City in Feb 1918 

¢ Mary married in Kansas City at the age of 17 in Feb 1919 

¢ Winnie is married in Dodge City at the age of 16 in December 1919 
Whether | prove the details in the letter or not, | do believe that my grandmother and at 
least some of her siblings were in a children’s home after the death of their mother. | 
believe my grandmother's strong sense of family was forged during this time of her life.

A few weeks ago, the following comment was posted on my ‘About’ page. 


Hello, I’m a descendant of Joseph B. Ham and Dolly Crawford of Madison County KY. 
Married in 1795. | am at a brick wall trying to find Dolly’s ancestry. All | have is that she 
listed her mother as Molly on the marriage record. | can’t find any Molly in Madison 
County KY at this time. Only the Mary that you write of who based on her marriage and 
timeline seems to be too young. Any help is appreciated. 


| do have Dolly Crawford and Joseph Ham in my database. According to the book, 
Madison County Kentucky Marriage Records Vol. 1 1786-1822 by Bill and Kathy 
Vockery, they were married in Madison County in 1795. 


Since | don’t have any other information on this couple, | decided to see what tax records 
for Madison County might reveal. Since I’ve already used these records for my 
CRAWFORD research, | was primarily looking for the HAM surname. However, when | 
found Joseph Ham, | also located known Crawford family members and associates in 
that year’s tax record.

Even though tax records do not prove relationship, they can provide some clues. 


¢ William Ham is the first Ham family member shown on the tax list 
¢ William Ham owned at least two parcels of land: one on Silver Creek in Madison 

County and one on Lees Creek in Mason County 
¢ Drury Ham appeared on the tax list in 1792 with no land suggesting a possible 
relationship between William Ham and Drury Ham 
Joseph Ham appeared on the tax list in 1796 in the same assessment district as 
Drury Ham and William Ham also suggesting a relationship between Joseph Ham 
and William Ham 
In 1796, the three Ham households were not in the same assessment district as the 
Crawford families I've been researching suggesting that these two family groups did 
not live near each other. [My Crawford research involves William Crawford, James 
Crawford (wife Rebecca Anderson), James Crawford (wife Martha Knight), James 
Crawford (wife Sally Duggins), Mary Crawford (husband James Sellers), Sally 
Crawford (husband William Sellers), widow Mary Crawford and widow Rebekah 
Crawford.] 

¢ There is an Edward Crawford in the same assessment district as the HAM families. [I 

don’t know much about this Crawford family.] 

So, back to the question. Could Dolly Crawford be the daughter of Mary Crawford? Could 
Dolly Crawford be a sibling to my James Crawford? Yes, that is possible, but | will have to 
do more digging to find a connection between the two families. 


Could Dolly Crawford be a sibling of the James Crawford who married Martha Knight. 
This is very doubtful. James and Martha were married in Lincoln County. James’ 
suspected siblings, Mary and Sally, were also married in Lincoln County. 


Could Dolly Crawford be a daughter of James and Rebecca (Anderson) Crawford. Again 
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this is doubtful. None of my research of this family has any records connecting the 
Crawford and Ham families. 


Could Dolly Crawford be a daughter of William and Elizabeth Crawford. This is possible 
but doubtful. 


Based on the tax records, | would look for a connection between Dolly Crawford and the 
Edward Crawford on the 1796 tax list. 


Curious as to what others have concluded about Dolly Crawford, | looked at trees on 
Ancestry and FamilySearch. The FamilySearch tree has a Dolly Crawford [LLHZ-852] 
married to Joseph Ham [M76X-C5Z]. Dolly is shown as the daughter of Alexander 
Crawford and Molly Burris. However, there are no sources attached to Dolly, Alexander 
or Molly. Ancestry has over 200 trees for Dolly Crawford and Joseph Ham. | have not 
looked at all of them, but | looked at several that indicated they had multiple sources 
attached to Dolly. Those ‘multiple sources’ turned out to be multiple other Ancestry trees. 


Thus, more information (documentation) is needed for the Joseph Ham family. To attack 
this problem, | would 


* Thoroughly research all of their children. 

* Locate land records for William and Drury Ham to see if they provide a clue to family 
relationships. 

* Identify locations where Joseph Ham resided. 

¢ Locate land records for Joseph Ham. 

¢ Search for county histories or family genealogies that have information on the Ham 
family. 

¢ Keep an open mind. The trees may all be wrong.

| recently wrotethe blog post, Proving Death, about finding affidavits in the complete 
pension file for Albert Hutchinson that documented the deaths of both Albert Hutchinson 
and his first wife, Julia. While working with this file, | found another document that states 
the death date for Albert. 


Below is a transcription of that affidavit.

In the matter of the claim for pension of Elmer E Hutchinson minor son of Albert 
Hutchinson 


On this 25th day of September A.D. 1911, personally came before me, a Notary Public in 
and for the county aforesaid George Hockady and Peter Van Valkenburgh 61 & 69 years, 
a resident of St Joseph in the county of Buchanan and State of Missouri, and 

aged years, aresident of in the county of ___————s and 
State of Missouri, whos Postoffice address is 1806 South 4th Street, well known to me to 
be reputable and entitled to credit and who being duly sworn, declare in relation to said 
case as follows: 


We were well acquainted with Albert Hutchison during his lifeitme and we saw him after 
he was dead we were present and assisted in laying him out and in preparing him for 
buriel we were also present at his funeral we know that Albert Hutchinson died on the 
22nd day of July 1896 we know these facts from being present at the time. 


The above testimony was written in my presence by W H Chattle from oral statement

From 1855 to 1925, Kansas had a statewide census for the years ending in ‘5’. The 
Kansas State Historical Society’s 1855-1940 Kansas Censuses page provides details 
about what was recorded on each of these records.

These census records are very valuable for documenting Kansas families, especially 
between 1880 and 1900. For example, | can prove that my second great grandfather, 
Washington Marion Crawford and his family had moved from Indiana to Dodge City by 
1885 because | can find him listed as M Crawford on the 1885 census in Ford County, 
Kansas 
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These census records are available on Ancestry in the dataset titled, Kansas, U.S., State 
Census Collection, 1855-1925. When | want to use this set of records | often can’t 
remember the exact name of the set. Thus, | search the catalog for the keywords, Kansas 
Census, and then scroll thru the results until | find this set. 


These records are also available on FamilySearch. They can be found by searching the 
catalog for Kansas and then looking for the Census records in the list of results. 


For those eagerly anticipating the 1950 census, Kansas is ahead of the game. There is 
another record set on Ancestry that includes census records up to 1961. This set of 
records is titled, All Kansas, U.S. City and County Census Records, 1919-1961. Below 
are some of the results for my grandparents, Edward Osmund Briles and his wife 
Pauline, who lived in Emporia, Lyon County, Kansas.

We are wondering if your records relative to Mr. Hutchinson’s pension might reveal a 
verification of the birthdate as given by our applicant.

Have you ever had a family story that you just couldn’t prove? Did you give up on it? 
That’s what | did with a story my grandmother included in one of her letter. 


Guy and Al lived & died (I think) in St. Joe Mo. William was drowned in the Mo river while 
we still lived at Lansing. 


| tried to find an obituary for William Hutchinson up and down the Missouri River for the 
right time period. As | did more and more research on the family, | kept finding William 
alive and with a family. Thus, | gave up on proving the drowning story. 


As | was transcribing a letter in Albert Hutchinson’s pension file regarding Guy 
Hutchinson, | realized that it listed identified siblings of Guy. 


but at the time his father applied for the pension there were only six living children: Albert 
G., William H., Howard E., Winnie M., and Eleanora M., also Guy Thomas. 


| have ten children for the family of Albert Hutchinson and his wife Julia Harding, 
including Albert G., Wililam Henry, Winnie Mae, Elnora and Guy Thomas. But | don’t have 
Howard Hutchinson. 


Knowing the family was in the area of St. Joseph, Missouri, | decided to search 
Newspapers.com for a Howard Hutchinson between 1890 and 1920. And | found articles 
about his death. He drowned in the Missouri River in 1905. (Note: later searches of 
Ancestry and FamilySearch have so far not found this Howard Hutchinson.)

Repubican (Wathena, KS) dated 2 June 1905:

Same Name 
Saturday, March 13, 2021 


This week’s #52Ancestors prompt is ‘Name’s the Same’. If you’ve been reading my blog 
for a while, then you are aware that my research involves a lot of James Crawfords, with 
most of them being unrelated. 


It is a challenge to separate records for people of the same name living in the same 
community at the same time. That is the issue that has plagued my Crawford research. | 
have at least two and often more James Crawford families in the same area at the same 
time. (See: Untangling James Crawfords) 


Like my Crawford research, I’ve had to be careful when researching several other 
families because there’s another family of the same name. 


My William Thompson research is one area where I’ve encountered this. In Wapello 
county, lowa, there are several William Thompsons in the early census records. My 
ancestor, William T. Thompson (1820-1898) is buried in the Ottumwa cemetery in 
Ottumwa, lowa. Also buried in that cemetery is another William Thompson (1813-1892). 
This William Thompson was born in Ireland while my ancestor was born in Kentucky.

My Currey / Curry research is another area where I’ve struggled with same name issues. 
My great grandfather, Hiram M. Currey (1866-1945) was the son of Hiram M. Currey 
(1835-1901) who | believe was the son of Hiram M. Currey (1787-?) of Peoria, Illinois 
who may be the son of Hiram Mirick Currey of Ohio fame. Not only am | struggling with 4 
generations of men of the same name, but the name Hiram seems to be a name 
commonly found among descendants of Thomas Currey of Adams county, Ohio. 


One of those descendants, Hiram Meyrick Currey (1827-1898), son of William C. Currey 
and Hannah Adkins, is often confused in family trees with the Hiram Currey of Peoria, 
Illinois. Although there are not many records for the Hiram Currey of Peoria, there are 
records identifying his occupation as a lawyer. This piece of information helps separate 
the two men since Hiram Meyrick Currey (1827-1898) was a doctor. Additional research 
is needed, but these two men are likely first cousins. 


All of this experience with ‘same name’ issues has taught me to question whether | could 
be encountering that complication when researching a family in a new area. My efforts to 
locate as many records as possible and to build out the family is what has helped me to 
separate these families. Keeping the families straight is why | often maintain information 
about the other family in my genealogy file.

Thus, my search needs to get more specific. Since | can’t use parenthesis to group my 
search arguments, | will have to mark two separate groups: one for place details and one 
for place.

Well, it was time for another road trip yesterday. Like our previous road trip, this was to a 
destination that did not require us to be around a lot of people. Instead of going to a 
wildlife refuge, we ventured out into rural Kansas looking for a survey marker. 


This isn’t just any survey marker. It is the one that established the sixth principal meridian 
at the junction with the 40th parallel base line. This survey marker was the ‘Point of 
Beginning’ for land surveys in Kansas and Nebraska. It was establised in 1855 by U.S. 
Surveyors Charles A. Manners and Joseph Ledlie.

On the west side of the road is a benchmark or a U.S. Coast and Geodetic trangulation 
station. 


The importance of this ‘spot in the road’ to land owners in Kansas and Nebraska and 
beyond was recognized by area surveyors.

In my quest to figure out whether the Howard Hutchinson who drowned in the Missouri 
River is a son of Albert Hutchinson and thus a brother to my great-grandmother, Winnie 
Hutchinson Currey, | thought | might try finding him living with Albert’s second wife, Eliza. 


Since she was married six times Eliza goes by many names.

Then a small riot broke loose, in 
which several colored women took part but no one, except Mrs. King, was seriously hurt. 
The injured woman was taken to a house on Buchanan avenue by J. E. Patrick and her 
wound was dressed by City Physician Graham. Later in the evening she and her two 
children, Howard and Elmer Hutchinson, were conveyed to the city hospital, where she 
was resting easily last night. She will be able to leave the institution in a few days.

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The above article is for an Eliza King, which is Eliza’s married name in 1899. It also 
places both a Howard and an Elmer Hutchinson in the household. There is a Samuel R. 
King living at 3 Bean Row in the Combe Printing Company’s 1900 directory for St. 
Joseph. Unfortunately, it appeared that wives were not listed in this particular directory. 


An earlier directory listed the inhabitants of Bean Row. | was able to use that list to locate 
one of those inhabitants in the 1900 census. This allowed me to verify that neither Eliza 
nor any of her family members were listed as an occupant of any house on Bean Row. 


The above article is the only document showing a tie between a Howard Hutchinson and 
any member of Albert Hutchinson’s family. This supports that there was a Hutchinson son 
named Howard. Unfortunately, it does not help prove that the Howard Hutchinson who 
drowned is the same person as the Howard Hutchinson mentioned in this article.

Even 
though Zebulon F. Crider is my first cousin 3 times removed, | did not know much about 
him other than that he was the son of Rachel Foster and grandson of Zebulon Foster. It 
was Anna’s obituary that mentioned the Crider Commission Company.

Mrs. Anna N. Crider, 84 years old, a long-time resident of Kansas City, died yesterday at 
a nursing home in Butler, Mo. where she had lived for the last several months.

The company sold cattle, hogs and 
sheep on consignment.

A Pioneer Stockman Dead 

Zeb F. Crider Had Spent Twenty-Eight Years in Business Here 

Zebulon Foster Crider, 56 years old, president of the Crider Brothers Live Stock 
Commission Company of Kansas City, died at noon yesterday at the German Hospital, 
where he had been sick for eight weeks. 

Mr. Crider came to Kansas City from Chicago twenty-eight years ago. Prior to that time 
he had been engaged in the live stock business at the Union Stock Yards. He has been 
one of the leading factors in making Kansas City the second largest live stock market in 
the world. 

He was born on a farm in Warren County, Indiana, September 1, 1857. He attended the 
common schools in his county until 16 years old, when he entered the Grand Prairie 
Seminary at Onarga, Ill., graduating from there in 1877. The next eight years he spent in 
Chicago. He was married while there. 

Mr. Crider was a member of Temple Lodge, No. 295, A.F> and A.M. Oriental Chapter, 
No. 102, the Council Oriental Commandery, No. 35. He was a thirty-second degree 
Mason and a Shriner. He was also a charter member of the Kansas City Live Stock 
Exchange. At his request the Scottish Rite Masons will conduct the funeral service at 
Scottish Rite Hall, Fifteenth Street and Troost Avenue at 9 o’clock Tuesday night. Burial 
will be private and at Forest Hill Cemetery.

Is there a family event from your childhood that left a mark on your life, but one that 
happened when you were too young to really remember the impact? 


For me, that would be the death of my uncle, Leon Russel Crawford II, or uncle LR. LR 
was my dad’s brother. 


| have very few memories of uncle LR. | remember that his place at my grandparents 
table was at the end opposite my grandmother. Another memory | have is of his room 
and his radio equipment. At a young age, my uncle received his ham radio license and 
had quite the setup in his room off of the kitchen. 


Evidently, LR spent a lot of time with myself and my two brothers. My mom commented 
once that he was a life saver the summer we (as in all three of us) had the measles and 
then the chicken pox. My dad was away for ‘summer school’ and mom was overwhelmed 
with three sick kids (ages 7, 5 1/2 and 2) for most of the summer. She told me that LR sat 
with us on the 4th of July as we watched the fireworks from the living room window. 


However, | do remember being awakened from sleep when | was almost 9 to be told that 
my uncle was very sick. My dad and his parents were leaving that night to go to 
Wisconsin where he was a graduate student. | remember crying because | wanted to go 
with them. Later, | vaguely remember my mother telling me that my uncle had died and 
that dad and my grandparents were on their way home.

Have you ever tracked an ancestor’s military service thru the various battles? | have to 
admit this is something that | have not done. 


As | was working with the pension file for my ancestor, Noah W. Briles, | became curious 
about his unit’s service, particularly in Texas. Noah enlisted in Company | of the ‘st 
Regiment of the lowa Cavalry in June of 1861 for three years. When his time expired, he 
re-enlisted as a veteran volunteer on 1 January 1864. Noah was mustered out at Austin, 
Texas on 15 Feb 1866. 


Since a document from the War Department indicates that Noah Briles took ill and was 
hospitalized on 17 Aug 1863 in Clarendon, Arkansas, | am trying to figure out where the 
unit was at that time along with how they ended up in Texas. 


The Wikipedia article on the lowa First Cavalry provides a synopsis of the military action 
of the unit. In August of 1862, the unit was in Arkansas. 


On Aug. 18, 1862, the army crossed the White River at Clarendon, Ark., and on the 27th 
was fought the Battle of Bayou Meto, in which the regiment took a prominent part, driving 
the enemy across the bayou and making a dashing charge to save the only bridge across 
that deep and miry stream from destruction. In this charge the regiment lost 1 killed and 
36 wounded, 1 mortally. The regiment then took the advance of the cavalry in the move 
on Little Rock.

Thus, the unit was in the vicinity of Little Rock, Arkansas when Noah Briles became ill. 
Recovering from his illness, Noah Briles was again with his unit when they were moved 
to Alexandria, Louisianna and then to Texas. 
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Moved to Alexandria, La., June 15-22; thence to Hemstead, Tex., August 8-26. Moved to 
Austin, Tex., October 20-November 4, and duty there till February, 1866. Mustered out 
February 15, 1866. Moved to lowa February 19-March 12, and discharged March 16, 
1866.

Instead of being mustered out at the end of the war, the First lowa Calvary joined other 
units at Alexandria, Louisiana to create the 2nd Cavalry Division. 


Ultimately, the lowans left Arkansas on February 12, 1865, 

for Tennessee, where the troops anticipated operations against 
Nathan Bedford Forrest’s mounted guerrillas. Just as they found 
themselves in a position to acquire the national reputation that 

they knew they deserved, the war ended. Unfortunately, the end 

of the war did not mean the end of service for the First lowa Cavalry. 
Instead of being mustered home, the Hawkeye horsemen 

were ordered to join the Twelfth and Fifth Illinois, Second Wisconsin, 
and Seventh Indiana cavalries at Alexandria, Louisiana, 

to create the Second Cavalry Division, Department of Texas, Division of the Gulf.

After the 1st lowa Cavalry was mustered out, the lowa 
State House of Representatives passed a resolution condemning General Custer. 


the committee concluded that the First lowa Cavalry had “received from the hands 
of Major-General Custer . .. such ill treatment as no other lowa 

soldiers have ever been called upon to endure; that such treatment

Do you ever find you have a record that you didn’t think you had tucked away 
somewhere? 


That’s what happened with me. | didn’t have a citation on Sarah Jane Thompson Briles’ 
death for an obituary. | had even tried finding one online — with no luck. Thus, in the back 
of my mind was a ‘to do’ whenever archival type research returns. 


Then, | was going thru my Briles notebook and transcribing some of the records and | 
found her obituary! It’s just a transcript and my notations on it indicate that it was 
transcribed during my early days of research. Thus, | had found the obituary prior to 
having computer software to create citations. For some reason, that citation never got 
created until now. 


Sarah J. Briles Dead 

Mrs. Sarah Jane Briles died at the home of her daughter Mrs. E. C. Barr near Crandall 
Sunday August 17. Her death was caused by hardening of the arteries and she has been 
in poor health for more than a year and suffered much during the past few months. 
Funeral services were conducted by Rev. Thompson pastor of the United Brethren 
church at Crandall Tuesday Aug 19 at 2:30. A quartet composed of Mrs. L. E. Crandall, 
Flora Schlichter, Dorin Levering and Elmer Thompson accompanied by Mrs. Thompson 
at the piano sang.

This morning | read Jacqi Stevens post, We Are All Trailblazers. This excellent post made 
me think about those people that were trailblazers for my family history adventure. 


Below are some of those people: 


Grace Vanderwilt Crawford — My great aunt, Grace, was the compiler of the Crawford 
family history. She was one of the first people | contacted for help. | still have a copy of 
her document, “The Crawford Family” that covered the family of Judson Foster Crawford. 
This work is being continued by her daughter and several other cousins. 


Max Martin Briles - Max is my second cousin twice removed. Max grew up in Coffey 
County, Kansas, where our common ancestor, Alexander Briles settled prior to 1860. 
Max’s work, The Briles Family, traced the descendants of our immigrant ancestor, 
Johannes Broil. 


Arthur Leslie Keith — author of The Broyles Family Typescript (or Keith Typescript). This 
work also traces the descendants of Johannes Broil. 


Walter Salts was a local historian in Warren County, Indiana. He patiently answered all of 
my letters requesting information and would often send me photocopies from his obituary 
collection. His research was donated to the Illiana Genealogical and Historical Society in 
Danville, Illinois. 


Mrs. Raymond Caron and Brenda Beryl (Harding) Caron for their work on the two volume 
work: The Harding Genealogy. This work traces the descendants of George and William 
Harding. George and William Harding were Loyalists who fled to New Brunswick. Without 
this work, my Harding research would likely still be stuck in lowa. 


Wayne Dawson (and others) for working together to compile The History and Ancestry of 
Rev. John Foster, 1735-1800. 


Frederick Hammond for his work History and Genealogies of the Hammond Families in 
America. 


My great-great great grandfather, Horatio Hammond for his work, The Genealogy of the 
Family of Horatio Hammond of Ontario, Illinois. 


Bill (William) Ricketts of Arizona for sharing his Ricketts research file. This file was 
basically a one name study of the Ricketts family in America. Because | took a break from 
genealogy, | lost touch with Bill. However, there is an Ancestral File on FamilySearch 
submitted by wfrjr2213466 that may be his work. 


Margaret Simpson and the Garrard County Historical Society (Kentucky) for all of their 
help with my Crawford research in early Kentucky.

One thing | noticed is that this points out areas where my tree may be incorrect. For 
example, the likelinood that someone in my tree married at age 10 seems doubtful.

This is the 5th part in a series of posts about the land that my 2nd great grandfather, 
Noah Briles purchased from his father. 


I’m trying to track what happened to the land after the death of Noah Briles. Since I’ve 
filed the documents for this parcel of land in two different generations of the family, I’m 
having to go back and try and merge this information into one timeline. 


Today, I’m adding a mortgage deed where S. J. Davis obtains a mortgage from R. 
Waldron 


The land in question is the West half of the Northeast quarter of Section Twelve (12) in 
Township twenty three (23) of Range fifteen (15). 


Timeline 


* 1866 — Sarah Jane Thompson married Noah Washington Briles in Wapello County 
lowa on 9 August 1866 

¢ 1869 — Noah W. Briles purchased the land in question from his father, Alexander 
Briles.

This week’s 52 Ancestor’s writing prompt is “Brick Wall.” Since I’ve written a LOT about 


James Crawford, one of my brick walls, | decided to look at the fan chart for my tree on 
FamilySearch to see what other ‘potential’ brick walls were in my tree. 


Looking at that chart, there are 4 spots areas where I’m missing 7th generation 
ancestors. Because | haven’t put much effort into researching them, | don’t consider any 
of them potential brick walls. Curious as to how other genealogists define the term ‘Brick 
Wall,’ | did a quick Google search for ‘ brick wall genealogy.’ What | found was some 
excellent resources to review for tackling a brick wall.

¢ Are You Really at a Genealogy Brick Wall? 

¢ Overcoming Roadblocks in Your Research 

¢« What Are Genealogy Brick Walls? 
When asked to identify a ‘brick wall’ in my tree, | almost always think of James Crawford 
(1772-1854). | consider James a brick wall because I’ve done extensive research of 
James and his descendants but haven’t been able to identify his parents or any siblings. 


My records research seems to hit a road block in Garrard County, Kentucky where 
James marries Sally Duggins in 1799. Thinking | would find something linking James to 
parents or siblings in this area of Kentucky prior to 1800, I’ve done a lot of research of the 
various Crawford families in the area. Much of that work has been chronicled on this blog 
and can be found by using the search box to look for posts about Crawford. 


Getting past this roadblock was one of the primary reasons | had my DNA tested at 
Ancestry. Unfortunately, this might be too many generations back for autosomal DNA to 
help identify James’ parents. I’m also struggling with an over-abundance of DNA 
matches. To help make sense of all of these matches and to hopefully connect with that 
researcher with the answer, | research the descendants of my ancestors, including 
James Crawford. Thru this research, | have identified DNA matches to support my 
Crawford paper research. 


This roadblock is also why | asked my brother to have his yDNA tested. His BigY results 
support a theory suggested by all of my paper research: the James Crawfords of early 
Garrard County, Kentucky are likely related. Currently, the following ancestors have been 
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placed n the R-Y88686 haplogroup:

To keep these James Crawfords and others separate, | usually identify them by their 
wife. Thus the three James from the yDNA Crawford project are the following: 


¢ James Crawford (1772-1854) md Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, KY; 
owned land in Preble County, Ohio where he died. His son, Nelson, migrated from 
Preble County, OH to Warren County, IN. (my line) 

« James Crawford (1770-1833) md Martha Knight in 1793 in Lincoln County, KY; 
owned land in Preble County, Ohio prior to moving to Warren County, IN where he 
died. 

¢ James Crawford (1758-1836) md Rebecca Anderson Maxwell. James owned land 
along Paint Lick Creek in Garrard County KY before migrating to Jefferson County, 
IN where he died. 

Not only is my James Crawford a brick wall, but the other ancestors in the R-Y88686 
haplogroup are also brick walls for the researchers of those lines. 


Not only is this a ‘genealogy brick wall,’ but Covid-19 has made it a research brick wall. 
With last year’s shutdown, my research trip to Kentucky was cancelled and genealogy 
libraries, archives and family history centers were closed. Thus, I’ve taken a break from 
my Crawford research to work on other lines in my tree. 


In hopes that | might be able to resume this research, | need to 


* create a new plan to research the Crawford families of Montgomery and Botetourt 
Counties in Virginia. 

* identify the Kentucky neighbors who arrived in Kentucky about the same time as the 
Crawfords for further research. 

¢ do more research on the Duggins step-children in hopes of learning more about our 
common ancestor. 

¢ learn more about Virginia and Virginia records prior to 1800. 

¢ follow the genealogy news for the opening of libraries, archives and family history 
centers. 

* plan a genealogy research trip — even if only for a day of research.

Do you ever have good intentions to share something and then fall flat? Well, I’ve fallen 
‘flat on my face’ when trying to share some information on FamilySearch. 


| recently received an email from support at FamilySearch indicating that a PDF file that | 
had uploaded as a memory was rejected. | received four such messages. These PDF 
files were created by printing one of my blog posts about an aspect of an ancestors life. 


When | looked thru the guidelines for submission, the only thing on the list that | thought | 
might have violated was copyright. Since | wrote the blog posts and thus own the 
copyright, | sent a reply asking if that was the issue. Thankfully, | got a response back 
indicating that there was an URL that was causing the problem. 


When | looked at the item on FamilySearch, | couldn’t see where | had added an URL. 
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However, when | opened the ‘offending’ pdf file on my computer and scrolled thru it, | 
discovered the problem. 


There at the bottom of each page was the offending URL. Thankfully, | can edit the PDF 
and remove that link. So, | tried uploading a new file only to discover that the URL is 
somehow embedded in the document. 


So, | investigated the settings on my non-business WordPress account and couldn't find 
anything to allow me to print the post without the embedded URL.

Do you do descendancy research? If so, do you dig as deeply researching those 
descendants as you do researching your ancestors? 


| do research descendants. In my early days of research, | found that learning about the 
siblings and their families helped me locate more information about my ancestors. Thus, 
I’ve had many of these descendants in my files for some time. Now with tons of DNA 
matches, I’m finding that having these descendants in my database helps me figure out 
how I’m related to these matches. 


However, | do not dig as deeply when researching these descendants. | tend to stick to 
those leaf hints on Ancestry and even ignore some of them. Basically, I’m after records to 
document their birth, marriage, death, burial and family relationships. 


However, | sometimes get a hint from one record that causes me to want to look for other 
records to prove that hint. That happened recently when | had a hint leading to an 
obituary for the spouse of a distant cousin. Not only did that obituary cause me to look for 
the cousin’s obituary but to also look for newspaper articles to verify a comment in the 
spouse’s obituary: that her husband had owned a store in Marysville, Kansas. (For those 
who are unaware, | live in Seneca, KS which is 30 miles east of Marysville.) 


So, my trek thru the newspapers started with the obituary for Mrs. Geneva Hammond, 
wife of Charles N. Hammond.

Leader in Womens Clubs dies at 99 

Widow of Kansas City, Kansas 

City Councilman Was Active for Y.W. C.A. 

Mrs. Geneva Wier Hammond, 99, of 3118 West Parkwood boulevard, Kansas city, 
Kansas was a resident of Greater Kansas City nearly 70 years and a club leader, died 
early today at a rest home at 622 Benton boulevard.She would have been 100 years old 
January 27. 

Mrs. Hammond was the widow of C. N. Hammond, who died in 1908. He was sales 
manager for the Pittsburgh Paving Brick company in Kansas City and a member of the 
Kansas City, Kansas, city council. 

Helped Found Two Clubs 

A pioneer in women’s club activities in Kansas City, Kansas, Mrs. Hammond was a 
founder of the book review club in 1896 and three years later helped organize Gunsaulus 
C.L.S.C. Two organizations to which she devoted considerable time and interest were the 
Young Women’s Christian association and the Bethel Neighborhood center. 

The latter organization, a center of recreation and educational activities for all ages in the 
vicinity of Seventh street and Central avenue, was probably closest to her heart. She 
served as secretary of the board for eighteen years and was chairman of the House 
committee. She also served numerous terms on the Y.W.C.A. board of directors. 

She was a life member of Mendias chapter of the Easter Star Lodge and a member of the 
First Baptist church. 

Came Here in 1886 

Mrs. Hammond was born in Cambridge, Ill., January 27, 1858, the daughter of James 
and Elizabeth Rose Cutler Wier. She was educated in the Cambridge public schools. On 
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December 21, 1880, she was married to Charles Newton Hammond, who was then 
traveling for a wholesale drug house. Shortly afterward they moved to Marysville, Kas., 
where he purchased a drug store. They lived in Beatrice, Kas., for a short time before 
moving to Kansas City, Kansas in 1886. 

She leaves three sons, Marvin J. Hammond, 2923 Parkwood boulevard,; Lawrence 
Hammond, Wichita and Arthur Hammond, 717 State avenue, also Kansas City, Kansas; 
eight grandchildren and 16 great-grandchildren.

Do you ever look at a genealogy resource with rose colored glasses? In other words, do 
you perceive that resource as the one resource that will break thru brick walls? That is 
how | approached DNA testing. 


Unlike many people who are testing their DNA, | already knew a lot about my ancestors. 
Even though the following chart was recently created with the preview edition of 
RootsMagic 8, | had most of these ancestors in my file when | started working with DNA 
over 5 years ago. 


So, learning that autosomal DNA goes back 6 to 8 generations or 150-200 years was a 
disappointment. (information from Mark McDermott’s blog, How Many Generations Does 
DNA Go Back) 


Even though DNA likely won’t help me identify that ‘next’ generation, | am finding that it is 
providing ‘Supporting Evidence’ for my current research. 


For example, my Currey line goes thru several generations of Hiram Curreys to the Hiram 
Mirick Currey who was the treasurer of the state of Ohio in 1819. Through the years, I’ve 
worked with other researchers and collected documents that appear to support the 
lineage. However, | don’t have a deed, will or probate record that ties one generation to 
the next.

Not only do | look for descendants thru other children, | also look for descendants thru a 
different spouse. For example, my 2nd great-grandfather, Richmond Fisk Hammond, 
remarried after his wife, my 2nd great-grandmother died.

Another example is my ancestor, James Crawford’s wife, Sarah Smith Duggins. Since 
she had a previous marriage, I’m hoping to use her ThruLines to learn more about my 
Smith ancestors.

I’ve found that my Ancestry ThruLines data can also point out spots in my tree that might 
be incorrect. For example, | have James B McCormick and Sarah Hall as the parents of 
Nancy Jane McCormick Ralston (1818-1907). When | look at ThruLines, James B. 
McCormick has 4 matches with two of those being my brothers. That’s not a lot of support 
for him being the father of Nancy, especially when compared to his wife Sarah Hall who 
has 30 DNA matches.

I’ve taken advantage of the ability to download my Ancestry DNA and upload my results 
to other sites, including GedMatch and My Heritage. Because my ancestry is basically 
colonial, my Ancestry results are providing more connections than My Heritage. Thus, | 
spend most of my ‘DNA time’ working with Ancestry data. 


Not only was | wearing rose colored glasses when doing autosomal DNA testing, but also 
when having my brother do yDNA testing. | was hoping that this test would identify my 
Crawford ancestors. Unfortunately, that hasn’t proven to be true to date. 


Even though yDNA hasn’t helped identify the parents of James Crawford, it has proven a 
connection with the other James Crawford families in Garrard County, Kentucky. 


As pointed out by several genetic genealogists, tools such as triangulation or segment 
data are needed to prove a genetic relationship. These tools are not available on 
Ancestry where the majority of my DNA data resides. With an over-abundance of DNA 
data, I’m content (for now) with not being able to use my DNA data as scientific proof of a 
relationship. Instead, | will continue to use it as a tool to evaluate my tree and as a way to 
connect with cousins who might have additional information.

| think | Know the given name of Martha’s mother — but that is strictly based on a 
memory. I’ve had the privilege of visiting the West Lebanon cemetery in Warren County, 
Indiana at least twice and probably three times. On the first or second trip, | remember 
standing in front of Nelson and Martha Crawford’s stone. When | turned around, there 
was a stone for Hannah Smith across the isle from Nelson and Martha. On our most 
recent trip to that cemetery, the stone for Hannah Smith was missing. Since there was a 
stack of stones against a tree, it looked like some visitors had knocked over quite a few 
stones. | even managed to capture those visitors on ‘film’. (Note the two deer near the 
tree with stones stacked at its base.) 


After that last trip, | wanted to verify that | hadn’t imagined Hannah Smith’s stone. Thus, | 
dug out my copy of Warren County, Indiana Cemetery Inscriptions, Volume II by Rosella 
Jenkins to see if Hannah Smith’s stone was listed. | found her on page 87, the same 
page as Nelson and Martha Crawford. Since the West Lebanon Cemetery starts on page 
80 with page 84 indicating that the following pages are ‘near Stack No. 3 and Stack No. 
2’, the Hannah Smith stone on page 87 would be in in the section near Stack No. 3 and 
Stack No. 2.

Since my first trip to this cemetery was before the standards for taking pictures of 
tombstones changed, my photo of the stone was created using a procedure taught by 
many genealogy societies at the time: shaving cream. Since | don’t want to encourage 
anyone to use this method, | don’t usually share pictures obtained during that time period. 
However, my picture of the missing stone may be one of the few that exist. 


| haven't actively tried to research Hannah for a long time. Besides the information from 
her tombstone, her daughter, Martha’s marriage in 1833 may place Hannah in Warren 
County at that time. The work of Warren County historian, Walter Salts, may contain 
helpful information. Researching his files will require a trip to Danville, Illinois. 


Even though | haven’t been able to find any evidence to support my belief of a 
relationship between Hannah Smith and Martha Crawford, | have learned some lessons 
from this research. 


* Books are still needed. With the stone now missing, the book is one of the few 
records that it ever existed. 

¢ Standards can change. Thus, | must stay connected with other genealogists and 
genealogical societies so that | will be aware of those changes. 
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¢ Not everything is on the Internet. The research records collected by previous 
genealogists may hold the answer. These are often found in archives and local 
historical or genealogical societies

Do you use your phone’s map app or your car’s GPS to figure out how to get 
somewhere? | know | do. However, there are times when | want a good old fashioned 
map. 


Recently, that was the case when my husband and | were planning a trip to visit the 
historic marker for the 6th Prime Meridian. Unlike many historic markers, this particular 
one is not along a highway. Thus, we needed to figure out which were the best roads to 
get us there. Yes, that is roads as in plural. You see, | live in Kansas where we have 
north-south roads and east-west roads almost every mile. That means there was the 
potential of approaching this marker from all four directions. 


Hoping to find a paved road to the marker located in Washington County, Kansas, | 
googled ‘ Washington county kansas paved roads‘ and found a county map showing all 
of the roads and their status published by the Kansas Department of Transportation. 


The legend indicated that the roads could vary from a minor road made of soil (i.e. a dirt 
road) to a minor road with stone or gravel (i.e. a gravel road) to a minor paved road. 
Rural secondary roads are the next level up but they could be unpaved (i.e. a gravel 
road) or paved.

Curious as to whether other Kansas county maps had cemeteries marked, | looked up 
the Nemaha county map. And found that the cemeteries are marked on the map. 


Further investigation of county road maps revealed that | could also find maps with 
cemeteries marked for Nebraska and Missouri. However, when | tried to locate maps that 
included the cemeteries for counties in lowa, Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, | was not 
successful. 


Even a Google search for “Wapello county lowa cemetery map” did not quickly locate 
such a map. One of the results of this search was a link to Find A Grave where the 


cemeteries in the county were listed. However, a map of those cemeteries was not 
quickly found. 


Knowing that Billion Graves automatically puts a tombstone on a map, | wondered 
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whether | could access a cemetery map on Billion Graves. A cemetery search of Billion 
Graves for Wapello County lowa produced a map showing many of the cemeteries. 


By paying attention to that legend on the Washington county map, | now know that 


¢ Many state departments of transportation produce county level maps of the roads 
* County level road maps indicate the condition of the smaller roads in the county 
¢ Some county maps produced by the state department of transportation include a 
symbol marking the location of the cemeteries in the county 
¢ Billion Graves provides a map of the cemeteries in a county 
So how can | apply this new knowledge? 


* Combining this knowledge of cemetery locations with land ownership maps, | can 
figure out which cemeteries were closest to where an ancestor lived and then search 
that cemetery’s information on sites such as Find a Grave or Billion Graves 

* Combining maps of cemeteries and county roads, | can plan a visit to a rural 
cemetery

When doing your genealogy research, do you ever encounter a source in a different 
place? That’s what happened to me recently with The Courier Tribune, a Nemaha 
County, Kansas newspaper. 


The Seneca Free Library had thei r newspaper collection digitized by Advantage 
Archives. The library home page contains a link to this collection of digitized newspapers. 
Several other public libraries have done the same. This includes Sabetha (Nemaha 
County), Kansas and Hiawatha (Brown County), Kansas. 


Thus, when | followed an Ancestry hint for a marriage announcement in a newspaper, | 
was surprised to find this article in The Courier-Tribune (Seneca, KS) on 
Newspapers.com. 


Curious about what newspapers from Nemaha County could be found on 
Newspapers.com, | started searching using the papers menu. A search for Seneca in the 
state of Kansas turned up seven different papers, including The Courier-Tribune. 


A similar search for “Sabetha” and “Kansas” also turned up seven titles.

The digitization of these early newspapers has been facilitated by the Kansas State 
Historical Society as part of their Kansas Digital Newspapers program. Through grants 
from the National Digital Newspaper Program, Kansas began digitizing their newspaper 
collection on Chronicling America. [ list of Kansas newspapers on Chronicling America] 


In 2013, the Kansas Digital Newspapers program partnered with Newspapers.com to 
digitize additional pre-1923 papers. This digitization of these pre-1923 newspapers has 


been completed with nearly 12 million pages available. 


Thus all of the early Nemaha County newspapers are available on Newspapers.com.

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Gentle Reminder

Do you ever see an image or a hint that reminds you to look in that source for small bits 
of information about family members? 


| had that “Oh, yeah, | should look at that source.” feeling when | was working hints for 
Lucius J. Hammond, my 2nd great granduncle. The hint that caused my reaction was an 
image of an article in the Dodge City Daily Globe. 


Since Lucius died in Lyon County, Kansas and not Ford County, Kansas, one might not 
dig deep enough to find the article in the Dodge City newspaper. However, Lucius’ 
brother, Richmond Hammond was living in Dodge City at the time. Since | believe the 
Dodge City newspapers from that time period contained a lot of town gossip, it does not 
surprise me that a death notice for Richmond’s brother was in those newspapers. 


A simple search of Newspapers.com for Hammond in April 1898 in Dodge City, Kansas 
turned up the death notice. 


L. J. Hammond, brother of R. F. Hammond, died at his home in Reading, Kas., after a 
painful illness, on Monday. Last October an operation had been made for cancer of the 
stomach. The deceased suffered greatly.

Thus, the reminder! | needed to check the Dodge City papers for other news related to 
Richmond’s siblings. Since Richmond only lived in Dodge between 1886 and 1909, | 
decided to look for events within that time span. 


That led me to a death notice for Richmond’s brother Jehiel P. Hamond who died in North 
Dakota in 1907. 


Word was received by R. F. Hammond on Wednesday of the death of his brother J. P. 
Hammond living at Orr, N.D. The cause of death was paralysis.

| then searched for the death notice of his sister, Juliet Simms. | had previously found 
notice that Juliet had fallen and broken her hip. 


Mrs. Juliet Simms of Denver fell last Tuesday breaking her hip very badly and is not 
expected to survive the shock. She is the only living sister of R. F. Hammond.

However, | did not have a death notice and | did not have her date of death. Curious 
about what | would find in the Dodge City papers, | tried a different search. | searched for 
Simms in Dodge City in 1907. That search led me to a notice of her death.

Not only did this search turn up a death date for Juliet Hammond Simms, but also 
uncovered a nephew of Richmond Hammond that | don’t have in my records, Lark 
Grimm. 


Thus, the image hint for Lucius Hammond was a gentle reminder to search the papers 
where the siblings lived for news of other siblings. This ‘gentle reminder’ also provided 
reinforcement for why I’m currently researching the siblings of Richmond Hammond — 
and their descendants. As | learn more about these siblings, | also discover new places 
to look for more information on the family.

The identities of these three men may be lost. However, there are some clues in the 
photo. First, the “Nellie’s Father’ inscription could mean either Richmond or Cornelius 
Hammond. Since the photo was passed down from Josie Hammond to my grandparents 
to me, | believe it is likely Richmond Hammond on the left. 


The middle inscription is hard to read, but it may be ‘C. Hammond’. If so, then that would 
be Cornelius Hammond. 


The location of the photographer tells me that one of these men lived in or near Emporia, 
Kansas. Thus, Lucius J. Hammond may be the man on the left

| also had some census records. When a hint led to an obituary for who might 
beCornelius’ wife, trying to match up the children was its own puzzle. 


Mrs. Hammond Dies at Eastside 

Mrs. Sarah Houston Hammond, 88, died at 6:00 a.m. today at Eastside at the home of 
her two sons, W. J. Hammond and L. A. Hammond. She had been ill for the past two 
weeks. 

Mrs. Hammond had lived at Eastside for the past five years coming here from Grants 
Pass. She is survived by a son, Alvi Hammond of Grants Pass: three daughters, Mrs. 
Nellie McComas of Roseburg, Mrs. Olive Patterson of Roseburg and Mrs. H. R. Williams 
of Eastside and two sons of Eastside. 

The body is at the Campbell funeral home, where the funeral will beheld at 2:00 o’clock 
Friday, with interment at Sunset.

Since W. J. could be Warren J and L. A. could be Lorin A., along with Alvi Hammond, the 
sons appear to match up. When it comes to the daughters, the book shows a daughter 
named Nellie, but she is married to a Williams instead of a McComas. And Flora and 
Lottie are married to men named Harrington and Stubbs and not Patterson and Williams. 


Hoping the FamilySearch tree would help figure out whether this obituary fit the family of 
Cornelius Hammond, | checked the tree to see whom the tree had as the husband of 
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Flora B. Hammond. | discovered that the tree did not have a husband or children for 
Flora. | found the same to be true for Lettie Hammond: no husband and no children. The 
tree did have a McComas husband for Nellie, Joseph Leonard McComas. However, it did 
not have John Williams listed as her husband. Thus, the FamilySearch tree was not 
helpful in figuring out whether this obituary was for the wife of Cornelius Hammond. 


Thus, | turned to Ancestry hints. Most of the hints for the children were for census 
records. However, one hint for Lettie Hammond was to a newspaper announcement of 
the marriage of Miss Letta Hammond to Richard Stubbs. 


Mr. Richard Stubbs and Miss Letta Hammond, both of this county, were married at the 
residence of the bride’s parents, south of this city, at three o’clock on Thursday, Octtober 
23, 1890; Rev. J. M. Wright, officiating. Mr. Stubbs is a brother to Sam. Stubbs, of the 
Central Grocery, and holds a position there; he is steady in his habits and has many 
friends among our people. Miss Hammond is a very popular young lady and has many 
friends amoung our people

The puzzling aspect of this hint was that it was in a newspaper from Dodge City, Kansas. 
The records | had for the family indicated that they were in Illinois, lowa and Oregon — but 
not Kansas. 


However, Cornelius’ brother, Richmond Fisk Hammond was in Dodge City. Thus, | 
decided to search the Dodge City papers for Cornelius Hammond between 1885 and 
1895. This search revealed that Cornelius Hammond and his son, Alva, homesteaded in 
Ford county, Kansas.

The notice regarding the homestead claim was in a March 1890 newspaper. Thus, the 
announcement of the marriage of Letta Hammond to Richard Stubbs is likely for the 
daughter of Cornelius Hammond. 


Thinking that Lettie’s husband, Richard had died, | started searching for an obituary for 
Richard or a second marriage for Lettie prior to 1932. | did not find an obituary. Instead | 
found a couple of references to a Richard Stubbs having been divorced. At this point, | 
don’t have enough information to say it is the same Richard Stubbs, but it would explain a 
remarriage for Lettie. And that is what is puzzling. | found a marriage record for Lettie L. 
Stubbs to Sam R. Brisbin dated 21 Apr 1923 occurring in Douglas County, Oregon. 


There is a Lettie Brisbine on the 1930 census in Douglas county with an 18 year old 
Charles Stubbs in the household. The ages for Lettie are almost identical between the 
1920 and 1930 census. However the 1920 census for the Richard Stubbs household 
includes an 8 year old boy named Charles. Even though Lettie is listed as a widow on the 
1930 census, Samuel Brisbin is also found living in Douglas County, Oregon in 1930. 
Even though the couple appear to be separated on the 1930 census, Lettie is mentioned 
in the obituary found on Samuel Brisbin’s Find a Grave site. 


SAMUEL R. BRISBIN DIED AT AGE OF 70 
Samuel R. Brisbin, 70, a native of Douglas county, died Sunday at his home in Roseburg after a 
long period of ill health. He was born at Lookingglass, July 31, 1860, the son of William M. and 
Frances A. Brisbin, Oregon pioneers of 1846. He was one of seven children, two of whom are 
still living, and spent his entire life in Douglas county.In 1875 he moved with his parents to 
Olalla where he engaged in stock raising and farming for many years. In 1885 he was united in 
marriage with Sarah C. Kirkendall and to this union eight children were born. In 1907 he 
returned to Lookingglass and conducted a general merchandise store and post office for 13 
years. His wife passed away in 1919 and the following year Mr. Brisbin sold his business at 
Lookingglass and moved to Edenbower, where he operated a store for three years. 

He was married in 1923 to Lettie M. Stubbs and again engaged in farming at Olalla, In 1927 he 
moved to Reedsport and conducted a furniture store for a short time, later moving to North 
Bend where he managed a store for a few months until his health forced his retirement. 
During the past few years he has been dividing his time between his farm at Olalla and his 
home in Roseburg. He was affiliated in membership with the Woodmen of the World, the OOF 
and Rebekah lodges. 

Besides his widow and three stepchildren Mr. Brisbin is survived by two sisters, Mrs. C.B. 
Roberts of this city, and Mrs. Addie Friend, Medford, and the following children: Walter Brisbin, 
Brownsville; Ralph Brisbin, Oakland, Calif; Mrs. Frank Henning, Larned, Kan.; Lee Brisbin, Mrs. 


Fred Kent, Mrs. Harry Lancaster, Mrs. Alba Spaugh and Mrs. Lee Williams, all of this city. 


Services will be held in the chapel of the Douglas Funeral home on Tuesday at 2:30 p.m. with 
Rev. J. Frank Cunningham of the Christian churh officiating. Interment will occur in the OOF 
cemetery. (June 22, 1931)

Again, a Charles Stubbs is mentioned as a son. The names of the daughters, Flora and 
Maud, also match the names of the daughters found in the Richard and Leta Stubbs 
household on the 1910 census. Thus, | am concluding that Lettie Hammond was first 
married to Richard Stubbs and then to Samuel R Brisbin. No evidence has been found 
for Lettie going by the name of Mrs. Olive Patterson or Mrs. H. R. Williams as suggested 
by the obituary of Sara Hammond. 


That leaves Flora. According to the Hammond genealogy, Flora was married to Asa 
Harrington. A marriage record for Flora and Asa has not been found. However, there is a 
1900 census record in Coos County, Oregon for a widowed Flora Harrington. Also listed 
in the household is a 6 year old female, Minnie Harrington. By 1910, Flora is identified as 
Flora Williams of Myrtle Point in her father’s obituary. 


Death of Old Timer 

C. R. Hammond of Hugo, who has spent the past month in this city under the doctor’s 
care, died Wednesday evening, cause of heath being heart trouble. Deceased was 7[4] 
years old at the time of his death and had been a sufferer from asthma for several years, 
until death relieved him of his pain. He leaves a wife, Mrs. Sarah Hammond, of this city 
and two sons, Loren and Alva Hammond, two daughters, Mrs. Flora Williams of Myrtle 
Point, and Mrs. Lettie Stubbs of Roseburg, all of whom were with him at the time of his 
death. Another son who resides in Washington, and a daughter in Colorado are expected 
to arrive in time for the funeral services, which will take place at Pleasant Valley cemetery 
Friday at 2 o’clock p.m. The deceased was a kind husband and father and held the 
respect of all who knew him.

In 1910, there is a Flora Williams listed as the wife of Joseph Williams living in Myrtle 
Point, Oregon. Also listed in the household is an 11 year old nephew, Warren Hammond. 
This Warren Hammond is likely Warren Raymond Hammond, son of Flora’s brother, 
Warren Jepthie Hammond and his first wife Alpha Reed. Since Warren J. Hammond is 
remarried in 1905, his children by his first wife appear to be living with relatives. There 
are two obituaries for Warren Jepthie Hammond. One is apparently written by his siblings 
and the other by his second wife. A son, Warren, is named in one obituary but not the 
other. 


W. J. Hammond of Eastside Called at Independence 

W. J. Hammond, 66 resident of Eastside for may years and of Coos Bay since 1912, died 
at Independence late Thursday or early Friday, children at Eastside were advised by 
telephone. HE had been working in the valley for two months, his wife and daughter, 
Belva, being with him. Cause of death was not learned here. 

The body will be brought to the Campbell funeral home here where the funeral will be 
held probably at 2 p.m. Monday, with burial in Sunset cemetery. 

Survivors include the widow, three daughters, Belva, Mrs. Eva Hagquist of Bunker Hill, 
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and Mrs. Flora Fitzpatrick of Vancouver, Was.; also three sons, A. E., Cecil J. of Eastside 
and Warren R. Hammond of New York. Mrs. Nellie McComas of Roseburg is a sister and 
Loren Hammond of Eastside is a brother. Mr. Hammond was formerly watchman at 
Broadway motors and for the McKenna mill.

Flora William’s site on Find a Grave provides even further evidence that she was a 
Hammond and a sibling of Lettie. The image included on the site is of Flora’s death 
certificate. This death certificate identifies her parents as C. R. Hammond and Sarah 
Huston. The informant identified on the death certificate is Lettie Brisbane.

Thus, Flora Hammond was a Flora Williams. However, she was Mrs. Joseph Williams 
and not Mrs. H.R. Williams. 


Even though | still can’t figure out the ‘Mrs. Olive Patterson’ mentioned in the obituary, | 
do believe that the obituary in question is for Sarah Houston, wife of Cornelius 
Hammond. | also believe that the information found in the Hammond Genealogy, even 
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though basically correct, is incomplete. 


This family is a great example of why one has to do significant digging and follow any and 
all small clues to piece the family together. 
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
